Mullen resigns as director 
of recreation department 


For Ihe second time in about three months. 

I he town's recreation director has resigned. 

Hut the circumstances surrounding each 
resignation are quite different Don Spinney, 
former rec director, lefl in the fall in 
frustration of what he called ‘own 
bureaucracy and red tape. 

Dennis Mullen, however, who was ap¬ 
pointed less than two months ago to replace 
Spinney, has been persuaded by a Con¬ 
necticut industrial firm to join its company 
starting Dec. 18. 

Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Connell 
said, "Mullen received a salary advancement 
(from the Connecticut firm) that would have 
been imprudent to turn down." 

Mullen said Monday that he had “no in¬ 
tention" of leaving Winchester so soon but 
that he could not let this opportunity pass by. 
The graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts will work as an industrial 
recreation director for Pratt and Whitney Co. 
of Hartford. 

The company interviewed Mullen last

Thursday after resurrecting his six-year-old 
application. Mullen said the firm first ap¬ 
proached him when he was recreation 
director for the Town of Concord in 1972. “It 
was like a voice out of the past when they 
called me," he said. 

He said he feels “uncomfortable" in his 
decision to leave Winchester. “It was the 
hardest thing for me to tell Mr. Groux that I 
wanted to take this job,” Mullen said. 

One of the major reasons Mullen took the 
job was the proximity of his new job. “It's 
only a half-hour drive from where T grew up 
East Hampton)," Mullen said. “Now that my 
wife is expecting, it will be nice to be near 
home," he said. 

Pratt and Whitney is “insistent” that 
Mullen be on the job Dec. 18, but the Town of 
Winchester is hoping Mullen will stay until at 
least Christmas, Mullen said. “1 am going to 
try to get that extension from the company, 
but if it’s going to jeopardize my reputation, 
then I will begin Dec. 18." Mullen said the 
firm needs him during the holiday season to 
help out with holiday programs. 

Mullen had just purchased a house on 
Forest street but was not scheduled to move 
in until Dec. 15. He said his new employer will 
handle his moving to Hartford and also pay 
lor his expenses until he settles into the 
Hartford area. 

Although Ihe young director said he ran 
into some problems with the town over budget 
matters as recreation director, his decision to 
leave was "purely personal." 

He said, “I was looking forward to 
developing programs here and working to 
meet the peoples’ needs, but 1 really couldn’t 
turn down this offer." 

The town manager is the appointing 
authority of the recreation director and the 
town has already posted the itecancy

The association also attacked Selectman 
Wilsack's statement that the group’s salary 
proposal was “unreasonable." 

In its release, the association said it “only 
seeks to receive compensation equal to the 
average salary of comparable communities. 
In addition, the association recognizes that 
the Town of Winchester is so far behind in 
salary that the correction process will take 
several years in reasonable steps." 


Wilsack said nothing will be accomplished 
by responding to each other’s chaeges so, “I 
think the town would be kidding itself if we 
think we can settle this outside of binding 
arbitration." 

He said, “We know what we’ve offered and 
we know whal the association wants and 
they’re just not going to get it. There’s been 
more discussion about this in the press than 
l>etween the parties," Wilsack said and “1 
think any discussion before arbitration would 
not be productive.” 

The cost of binding arbitration will be 
picked up by both parties. The cost is 
“significant" Wilsack said due to legal ex¬ 
penses. He said the town hopes that future 
negotiations wil] be held on the “local leyel" 
because often what Is settled at great cost in 
binding arbitration could have been settled 
before arbitration, he said.

Swimming pool committeemen 
barred from new committee 


Carmen W. Elio, of 21 Taft dr., has been 
elected to the Board of Trustees of Boston 
College High School in Dorchester. 

Elio is a native of Somerville and a 
graduate of Boston College. He is a pension 
fund specialist with Alex Brown and Sons in 
Boston. Elio is chairman of the 
Massachusetts Retirement Loan Commission 
and a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Catholic Charitable Bureau, the Colonel Dan 
Marr Boys Club, the Stadium Club. He is^lso 
president of the Italian-American Charitable 
Society and a member of the One Hundred 
Club. 


The school committee’s legal counsel has 
advised school comfoittee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas that the team evaluation con¬ 
cept is a negotiable item in a school teacher’s 
contract. 

School committee member Cathy 
Alexander, a supporter of team evaluation of 
teacher performance, had requested the 
committee develop a policy for this school 
year requiring teachers to be evaluated by 
other teachers and by administrators. 

Cathy Sheridan, president of the Win¬ 
chester Teachers Association, told committee 
members last week that any action by the 
committee to begin team evaluation this year 
would result in the association filing for un¬ 
fair labor practice. 

Papas said the counsel recommended that 
the concept be proposed during next year’s 
contract negotiations with the association. 
Negotiations will begin next fall. The teachers 
contract expires July 31, 1080. 

In other committee business to be 
discussed Monday night, a report on the 
reorganization of the administrative struc¬ 
ture of the school system will be submitted by 
Supt. William C. MacDonald. 

Reorganization within the system is an on¬ 
going project as a result of the 1980 school 
closings. MacDonald has been submitting his 
suggestions to the committee on how the 
administrative structure should be revamped 
and committee members have been making 
their own suggestions. No definitive action 
has been taken on any of the proposals yet 
however. 

Curriculum committee members Heinrich 
Holland and Mary Jean Weylman will also 
update the school committee Monday on the 
status of curriculum improvement at the high 
school. This project is also on going and final 
action will probably not be taken Monday. 

The school committee will most likely 
approve next semester's adult education 
program. Papas said a human relations 
course will probably be added to the 
curriculum either this spring or next fall. 


Members of the community swimming 
pool committee cannot also serve on the town- 
meeting-formed pool planning committee due 
to conflict of interest, the board of selectmen 
ruled Monday night. 

“There are technical problems if mem¬ 
bers serve on the two committees at one 
time," Town Counsel Douglas Randall said to 
Harrison Chadwick, chairman of the com¬ 
munity pool committee'. 

“There could be negotiations between the 
two committees," Randall said, “and if a 
peison were on both, there would be a 
problem. No man can wear two hats," he 
said. 

Chadwick said he was disputing the point 
about joint membership because he feels 
there are qualified members on the com¬ 
munity pool committee who should par¬ 
ticipate on the town planning committee. 

The Winchester swimming pool committee 
was established in the fall by the High School 
Parent-Faculty Association. 

The PFA held a kick-off fundraiser in 
Seplember and raised more than $6,500. The 
funds will be used as seed money to pay for 
printing, postage and other incidental costs. 

The committee submitted a motion at the 
November town meeting that called for a five- 
member planning committee, to be appointed 
by the board of selectmen “to develop plans 
and secure estimates for the construction of a 
swimming pool for community and school 
use." 

Chadwick said the community pool 
committee was primarily interested in fund 
raising. 

“We’re looking into setting up our com¬ 
mittee as a charitable trust so that donations 
to the pool will be tax deductible," he said. 

Chadwick told selectmen he felt he could 
contribute as a liaison between the two 
committees. 

“Some have suggested that 1 serve on the 
planning committee and remain on the 
community committee at the same time," he 
said. “I don’t see any conflict of interest." 

Randall pointed out the problems of joint 
memliership: “We can’t have a member of a 
charitable organization or trust serving on 
fhe town committee," he said. "The two 
committees may go in different directions, as 
far as site, scope of project, etc., go. 

“Furthermore,” he continued, “the town 
cannot subsidize the community committee 
with its funds." 

Chairman Edward O’Connell said, "That 
wouldn't be good management. People on a 
town committee shouldn't be managing 
private funds." 

O'Connell asked Chadwick if he would 
consider being a liaison to the community 
committee and not a member. 

“I’m not sure I desire to do that," Chad¬ 
wick answered. “Of the two, I think I prefer 
the community committee." 


Selectman Barbara Hankins said she 
hoped there would be a close connection 
between the two committees. 

O’Connell added, “I see no obstacle to a 
full liaison bttween the two groups. I feel 
there's much logic in the separation of the 
committee that we shall appoint and the 
citizen committee that banded together for 
this pool." 

Chadwick said, “I’m afraid your remarks 
don’t convince me. I see no legal conflict of 
interest whatsoever. I’m concerned with how 
the board will proceed, but I see no point in 
belaboring the issue." 

Chadwick asked the selectmen about their 
plans for appointing the planning committee. 

“We would like to help the board by 
stimulating some people who we think hove 
skills for planning this pool, he said. 

O’Connell said the board would appreciate 
the help. 

“In the past, we have been mindful of 
recommendations from existing members of 
committees," O'Connell said. "It doesn’t 
mean a blanket endorsement will be accepted 
by the board, but we do need help. We were 
very impressed with the initiative of the 
community committee." 

O'Connell stressed that members of the 
community poo! committee are welcome to 
apply if they are willing to drop membership 
on that committee. 

The chairman said interested people can 
write to the board, giving their qualifications 
for the assignment. 

The vacancies will be posted probably 
before Christmas, he said. When the board 
receives a sufficient number of responses, it; 
will invite the applicants to appear before the 
selectmen for an interview.

Home fires related to heating equipment 
start because of inadequate clearances, 
defective chimneys and overfiring (letting a 
fire burn too big), according to Eire Chief 
Robert McElhinney. 

Have chimneys and fireplaces inspected 
yearly for cracks, crumbling bricks, ob¬ 
structions and creosote accumulation, he 
said. He also recommended that residents 
seal off unused flue openings permanently. 
“Do not use rags or snap-in flue covers," he 
said. • * 


"When starting a fire, make sure the 
damper is open to assure there is adequate 
ventilation. "Use kindling never use gasoline 
or other riammable liquids to start or to 
rekindle a fire," the chief warned.. 

Other suggestions include: 

Burn logs, not trash, in wood stoves and 
fireplaces. 

Use wood that has been seasoned at least a 
year. 


(Jreen or underseasoned wood does not 
burn efficiently and the unburned gases form 
creosote on chimney walls. If ignited, the 
creosote creates a very hot fire. 

When purchasing a wood-burning stove, 
look for an approval label of a testing 
laboratory. 

Remember,' a permit is required when 
installing a wood-burning stove. 

If you have any questions, contact the fire 
department.

U. S. Ally. Edward F. Harrington said 
Wilson was recently sentenced in U. S. 
District Court by Judge Walter Jay Skinner 
who gave him a year’s jail lerm. 28 days of 
which arc to be served. Wilson was also fined 
$5 000 and placed on probation for n year. The 
Februrav term was given to Wilson to aid hint 
lo make business arrangements before 
serving his term 

lie was indicted by a grand jury Aug. 24 
after presentation of evidence by Ass’t. U. S. 
Atty. Charles Chase and charged with three 
counts of evasion for 1972. 1972 and 1974. He 
allegedly reported taxable income of $5,099 
with taxes of $780 In 1972 rather than $23,751 
with taxes of $4,818. 

For the 1973 count, the indictment showed 
Wilson allegedly reported no income and no 
taxes when it should have been $18,656 with 
taxes nf $3,609. 

The 1974 count showed reported income or 
$858 and taxes of $120 instead of $19,227 with 
taxes of $4,399. 

After the conclusion of criminal tax trials, 
the Internal Revenue Service goes Into the 
civil aspects of such cases lo determine the 
amount of taxes, penalties and interest to be

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Federal mandate 


Access for handicapped is 
required in public schools 


The Winchester school system is in “good 
shape’' regarding compliance with federal 
regulations which require schools to be ac¬ 
cessible to physically handicapped students 
and employees, according to Frank Hianco, 
director of special education. 


he said he believes Muraco is fully ser¬ 
viceable to handicapped. 


The Rehabilitation Act of 1973 mandates 
thal physical alterations should be made by 
the 1980 school year but many school systems 
throughout the country have delayed im 
file men ting the mandate because school of¬ 
ficials were advised to wail for Congress to 
vole funds to make the school alterations. 


‘Our school is one-level, so we don’t need 
ramps or anylhing like that. I can’t see 
anything in the school that I would consider to 
lie h barrier to handicapped,” Young said. 

"It looks like wo can do everything 
necessary for Ihe handicapped,” he said. 

Young said if alterations are to be made in 
Ihe school, “it shouldn'l cost much." 


No funds were appropriated, however, and 
school systems have been told to do the work 
at their own expense. 

Bianco said federal regulations do not 
require all schools in a system to be ac 
eessible to handicapped. “The claim that 
schools musl eliminate all barriers is 
erroneous,” he said. 


Dr. Clare Corcoran, Vinson-Owen prin¬ 
cipal, said the VO School is in a similar 
situation as Muraco. She said the school was 
built on three levels in terrace fashion and 
that each level has a main door with no steps 
She said the school could easily be used by 
handicapped and that the school has had 
handicapped students in the past. 


Bianco explained that the law requires 
that enough buildings serve the town’s 
population of handicapped. “Not all the 
schools have to be made harrier free," Bianco 
said. 


Dr. Corcoran said officials inspected the 
school this fall for handicapped facilities, but 
she said she hasn’t seen the results of that 
inspection yet. She also said that if con¬ 
versions or alterations are required, it 
shouldn't cost much. 


The special ed director said at least one 
school at each level (elementary, junior high, 
and high school) should be made barrier Iree. 


Even the schools that are partially ac¬ 
cessible to handicapped are sufficient for the 
present time. Bianco said "As long as there 
is a teacher aide to help a handicapped 
person, then the school does not have to be 
totally accessible." he said. 

Although the Act of 1973 puts a 1980 
deadline on school systems, Bianco said he 
has not received any deadline notice. 

“We began making the schools accessible 
with the implementaion of Chapter 7Gfi (Sept 
1* 1974). We secured federal funding in 1976 
for this purpose and I think we are up to par in 
I his area,” he said, 


Bianco, in discussing specifics about the 
federal laws, said original legislation 
requiring schools to be made more accessible 
to handicapped was “tailored considerably" 
by the time it was finally voted. Original 
legislation required thal all buildings be 
barrier free, but “that is not the case now.” 


Bianco explained, however, that Section 
r>04 of the federal laws prohibits - 
discrimination against qualified handicapped 
persons involved in federally assisted 
programs, such as public education. 

A school system is not allowed to 
segregate handicapped students and have 
them alone in a facility. 


“Wc can handle most of the handicapped 
right now and any a Iterations we have to 
make in the future should not cost much,” 
Bianco said 

He listed Muraco School and the Vinson- 
Owen School as two examples of schools 
accessible to the handicapped. 

Muraco Principal Richard Young said 
although he is not too familiar with all the 
federal regulations regarding accessibility, 


To bring an elementary school into 
compliance with federal laws, entrance 
ramps would have to be constructed if there 
are stairs; push bars on corridor doors would 
have to be installed at wheelchair level; 
handrails and wide doors on loilet facilities 
would have to be installed: and access would 
have to he assured to classrooms and special 
areas, such as the library, gym and cafeteria. 

The high school is partially accessible at 
present and alterations will be made when 
necessary. Bianco said.

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Parent’s responsibility 

Highly organized Immunization clinics are being coordinated by the 
Winchester School Department and the board of health. Attendance has 
been good at the high school clinic and the Lynch Junior High clinic, but 
not good enough. 

According to school officials, more than 300 high school students and 50 
Lynch School students still have to be immunized. If they are not, they 
will be expelled from school Jan. 1. 

But it’s not too late. 

The Immunization clinics will beheld again for those who missed their 
shots on Tuesday, Dec. 19 at the town hall auditorium from 9 to 11 a.m. It 
Is the parents responsibility to make sure that those students who, for 
some inexcusable reason, missed vaccination at the last two clinics. 

Parents should not take the school department's warning that students 
will be expelled from school If not vaccinated too lightly. This year, the 
state Department of Education is strictly enforcing the age-old regulation 
as a result of a measle outbreak In the western part of the state. The 
superintendent will have no recourse but to order the exclusion of a 
student from school after Jan. 1 If not properly immunized. 

The required shots and vaccines Include polio, dlptheria-tetanus, and 
measles. According to health officials, many youngsters were Immunized 
In 1964-1968, but parents should realize that Immunization records for 
their children must be updated every 10 years. By attending a clinic, the 
record will be updated, officials said. 

The polio vaccine Is administered orally in a series. Polio is a virus 
disease that often causes permanent crippling (paralysis). One of every 
10 persons who get polio die from it. Many citizens believe that polio Is a 
disease of the past, but unless consistently kept In check, It could be as 
major a killer as It was In the earlier part of this century. 

The vaccine for dlptherla, tetanus, and pertusls Is administered In a 
series of shots. 

Dlptherla Is very serious and can affect people In different ways. It can 
cause an infection In the nose and throat which can interfere with 
breathing; It can cause an Infection of the skin; and sometimes It causes 
heart failure and paralysis. The fatality ratio of the disease is l: 10. 

Tetanus, or lockjaw, results when wounds are Infected with tetanus 
bacteria, which often live in dirt. The bacteria In the wound make a 
poison which causes the muscles of the body to go Into spasm. Six of 10 
persons who getlt, die from It. 

Pertusls, or whooping cough, causes severe spells of coughing which 
can Interfere with breathing. It also often causes pneumonia. Con¬ 
vulsions, brain damage, and death may occur, most often In new borns. 

The most serious of childhood diseases Is measles. Usually, it causes a 
rash, high fever, cough, runny nose, and watery eyes lasting one or two 
weeks. One of every 10 children who get It, acquire an ear Infection or 
pneumonia. One of 1000 gets an Inflammation of the brain, leading to 
convulsions, deafoess, or mental retardation. 

Hundreds of cases of these diseases still occur every year. If children 
stop getting vaccinated, the number of cases will go up again. 

And parents have no one to blame but themselves for not getting their 
children immunized. The state and local health departments have been 
offering the clinics and it Is the responsibility of the parent to get the child 
to the clinic. The responsibility does not end in the signing of a permission 
slip. 

Make sure your child has transportation to the clinic. 

Make sure your child gets Immunized. 

The clinics are cost-free, orderly, and organized. 

The Winchester Young Women's Club has done an "outstanding" job In 
the recording responsibilities of the clinic and Tri-Community nurses 
have helped to provide a more efficient operation. 

Besides the town hall clinic to be held Dec. 19, another school clinic will 
be held Tuesday at the McCall Junior High. Let's see If McCall can sur¬ 
pass Lynch In the percentage of vaccinated. (WAM)

During I he month of December. I will be 
taking you on a tour through the business 
district as ilappeared to the town residents r>0 
years ago. Many of the buildings remain the 
same as I hey did in 1928 with a lew ex¬ 
ceptions Some have been demolished, 
changed in appearance, or new tines built. ! 
will point oul these changes thal have been 
made over the past 50 years nr earlier. Let us 
now begin our journey as we journey through 
history. 

This week we will slarl al the junction of- 
Main street and Ihe Parkway and head north 
towards the railroad. On the right hand side of 
Main street, we come to the Converse Bridge 
and Dam built in 1914 Nexl is the block of 
stores built by Frank Ripley and Freeland 
I iovev in 1911 al the corner of Converse place 

Converse place was named lor Edward 
Converse who. in 1640. built and occupied the 
first house in Winchester on I his site. This 
block contains the following: Arlington Gas- 
Light Co., Philip Chilel the Tailor i la I her nf 
presenl Jack Chilel on Mt. Vernon st.). 
Franklin K. Barnes & Co., and Winchester 
Shoe 1 lospital owned by Paul Caros who is the 
only individual now still doing the same 
business as he did 5i» years ago 

Next we come In the Lieberman Block, of 
stores built in 1926 and 1927 by Mr. Samuel 
Lieberman of Hoxhury. This block contains 
Carter & Young Provision store and Irvine & 
Farner Tailor shop. Before these blocks were 
built, there stood on the site of Carter &- 
Young I he old Deacon Benjamin F. Thompson 
house buill in the IBSO’.s which was later razed 
and stores huilt underneath. The old Thomp¬ 
son house contained the Middlesex National 
Bank which was the first commercial bank to 
be extablished in Winchester later 
reorganized to become the Winchester Trust 
Co. and also A. Raymond Barber shop The 
next building housed the post office and later 
the Winchester Press 

We now come lo Ihe Brown & Stanton Block 
buill in 1H79 by George P. Brown and Jacob H., 
Stanton Jr. This block contains the following: 
Piccolo Bros, Fruit Store. Splendid Lunch. 
Clara Catherine Candy Store until February 
when if moved to Mt. Vernon St. corner of 
Converse PI. and L. K. Heintz Jewelery Store 
moved into the candy store Hevey’s Phar¬ 
macy is on the corner of Main st. and Mt. 
Vernon which contained earlier A.B Allen. 
Frank N. Abare and Frank O. Coveli, all 
druggists 

We will return to the junction of Main st. 
and the Parkway and start on the left hand 
side of Mainst. On the corner of the Parkway, 
now a park, stood the old Whitney Machine 
Shop established by Joel Whitney in 1845. In 
1911. the old shop was demolished and the 
business removed lo Main st., opposite Vine 
si 

The next block we come to is the Norris 
block built in 1917 by City Reality Trust Co of 
Boston. It contains the following: Locke's 
Pharmacy, Kimball & Karl, Refrigerators- 
nil Burners. Petrie's Bakery, Treasure Box, 
Gifts and The Small Shop. Ladies Wear The 


Winchester Bowling Alleys are in the 
basement of ibis block 

Nexl lo this block is Ihe Wentworth Block 
buill in 1898 bv William H Wentworth of 
Medford, It contains The K & S Doughnut 
Shop. Winchester Realty Co., and Kaufman's 
Dry Goods Store. Previous on this site stood 
the Holbrook house buill in 1837. Later in 19:10. 
Iwith of these blocks were torn down and the 
Lncatill's Block was built 

Now we come lo the nexl block of stores on 
Main si. between the corner or Thompson st 
and the railroad built in 1920 by Solomon 
Rubin of Boston Here we find Friend’s 
Bakery. Kconomy Grocery Store. Klite 
Beauty Salon. I I P Hood & Sons anil Win¬ 
chester Drug Co. owned by Max Mayer. 
Previous, there were wooden stores built in 
1906 by Lester I). Langley and a wooden house 
next lo the railroad buill in IH43 by Summer 
Richardson. In Ihe lower floor. Winchester 
News store was located in the early 1900's 

Let us now return lo Thompson st. named 
for Benjamin Thompson. On the right hand 
side, we come to Ihe brick block built in 1926 
by Kdmund C Sanderson. This block includes 
The Winchester News Co., and Ihe James 
McLaughlin Shoe Store which started in 188n 
in a store on Main si. next lo Ihe present 
Winchester Drug and later was on Mt. Vernon 
st. in Ihe Lyceum Building. In 1930. Morris 
Snyder bought the business and owned il until 
lie retired in the early 1970's. Nexl lo him is 
Kdmund Sanderson’s Klcctrical Store. The 
old Langley stores in Ihe above extended 
around the corner on Thompson st. 

Nexl is a house where Axel K. Bergstrom 
has an Awning and Upholstering Shop on the 
first floor. In 1929, this house was lorn down 
and John B. Holt of Cambridge buill a brick 
Mock of stores. The rest of the houses on this 
side of the street have been here since the 
early 1890’s. At No. 33. Esther’s, a ladies wear 
a«'Lc!u|dcen’s floor. 5 

Uehrrnmg lUih*' uorilepu^Thompson and 
Main st.. on the left Hand side, we come to the 
Mock of stores built in 1926 by Jonas 
Laraway. This contains Moffett & Mullen 
Funeral Directors. B. F. Mathews Barber

On the other corner of Thompson st. we 
come to wooden buildings buill. in 1891) by 
Kllen Houston. The first building on the 
corner contains Mistress Mary Tea Shop and 
Ihe one next to the railroad contains Carl 
[.arson’s Paint Shop and a a vacant store 
where the taxi drivers stayed when wailing 
for the trains. Also there is a shelter by the 
railroad for passengers to keep oul of the cold 
weather and storms. The railroad tracks are 
separated by a fence and. in order to gel lo the 
other side lo the railroad station, you have lo 
climb a high foot bridge. 

Nexl week we will continue our journey on 
Ml. Vernon st. and adjoining streets on the 
east side of the railroad.

Adding only the reported nepotism in the 
distribution of summer jobs to youths, one 
gets the impression, if Winchester is al all 
represent a ti vc, that town government 
belongs to the age of the anliinacassar and 
Ihe horse-and-buggv. It seems too inbred, 
socially biased and amateurish for the 
modern world.

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New One-Day, One-Trial 
jury system starts Jan.l 


Hundreds of residents[ of Midfdlesex 
County are receiving juror summonses in the 
mail under a new juror-selection system in 
Middlesex County called One-Day or One- 
Trial 

If summoned as a trial juror in Middlesex 
County, you will serve on only one trial. The 
average trial lasts two or three days. At the 
conclusion of the trial, you will be discharged. 
If not impanelled during Jhe first day, you will 
be discharged at the end of the day. New 
jurors will appear for service each day. 

Becasue of the shorter length of jury 
service, every citizen who is physically fit 
muBt serve. No longer are doctors, lawyers, 
policemen, teachers, or any class exempt 
from serving on a jury. Each prospective 
juror also has the right to postpone the date of 
service if the date on the summons is in¬ 
convenient. 


A toll-free juror hot-line number has been 
established. The number is 1-800-792-5117. The 
number has been provided in order to assist 
jurors and provide more information to the 
public about the One-Day or One-Trial 
system. 

Ever since the Magna Charta in the year 
1216. the courts have been attempting to 
obtain a “jury of one’s peers.” Now. with the 
One-Day or One-Trial system, Middlesex 
County will achieve as true a citizen jury as 
modern technology can provide.

This is another installment-of a continuing 
series on veterans issues. 

Q. If a disabled veteran takes a job 
training rather than school program, will he . 
be paid the same monthly subsistence 
allowance? 

A. No. For full-time job training, the rates . 
are $210 (no dependents). $254 (one depen¬ 
dent), $293 (two dependents), plus $19 for, 
each additional dependent. For full-time, 
schooling, the corresponding rates are $241, 
$298. $351. plus $28 for each additional 
dependent. 

Q. When a veteran gets a GI Bill home , 
loan, may he include the closing costs in the 
total loan amount? 

A. Payment in cash is required on all home 
loan closing costs, including title search and 
recording, Hazard insurance premiums, 
prepaid taxes and the one percent origination 
fee which may be required by lenders in lieu 
of other costs. In the case of refinancing 
loans, all such costs may be included in the 
loan, as long as the total loan does not exceed 
the reasonable value established by VA. 

Q. What would be the difference in retired 
pay received between an Army major with 26 
years’ service who retired in July 1967, and an 
Army major who retired with the same 
service in July, 1978? 

A. $486.99. The 1967 retiree gets $1,222.23; 
the 1978 retiree. $1,709.22. 

Q. Is the allowance received by a person 
attending vocational school through the GI 
Bill used to pay school costs or is this 
allowance used by the student for living ex¬ 
penses? 

A. The monthly GI Bill education 


allowance is for school and living expenses. 
fThere is no separate tuition payment to the 
school. 

Q. My father is a World War II veteran and 
has been drawing “protected” VA pension 
pince 1958. What are the income limitations 
for such pension? Are they based on various 
Increments as for the new pension law? 

A A veteran eligible under the “old law’’ 
pension program which was in existence 
before July 1, 1960, may continue to receive 
UP to$78.78 monthly if income does not exceed 
■ $3,300 if single, or $4,760 if married. There is 
just the one rate for either category. Although 
the annual income limit periodically has been 
increased by Congress, the monthly pension 
rate has not been changed in many years. 

Q. Has the law been changed which allows 
veterans to hold more than $10,000 National 
Service Life Insurance? 

A Yes. Effectively July 1 , 1952, 

policyholders with WWli National Service 
Life Insurance (“V” prefix could elect to use 
their dividends to purchase paid-up ad-itions 
of coverage, which permits them to hold more 
than $ 10 , 000 . 

Q When I was disabled in World War II. 
the VA gave me $1,600 toward the purchase of 
a car. Since the allowance has now been in¬ 
creased to $3,300. would I be entitled to the 
difference to purchase another ear? 

A. No. However, the VA might assist you in 
providing or maintaining adaptive equipment 
on your present or future car.

Salting devices installed 


Winchester sanding trucks will be using a 
more efficient system of spreading their salt 
and sand mixture on icy roads this winter. 

The department of public works is in¬ 
stalling automatic controls on two of its six 
sanding trucks The devices will control the 
amount of salt and sand mixture deposited by 
the trucks 

“There has been a lot of waste.” said DPW 
Director Walter J. Tonaszuck. “These 
devices will allow the trucks to spread the 
mix more evenly and therefore reduce the 
amount used.” 

Without these controls, trucks put out too 
much mixture in some places and loo little in 
others. 

‘Extra material doesn't work twice as 
well,” Tonaszuck said “In fact, it’s wasted. 
The controls will pay for themselves in a 
season and we hope to get four more in the 
spring at town meeting." 

The devices were purchased as part of the 
town’s effort to use Jess salt on its roads. The 
snow and ice removal committee has 
established a policy of reduced salt con¬ 
sumption because of the damage caused by 
sodium chloride isalt l to vehicles, roads and 
the environment. 

“We replace between BO and 100 manholes 
and catch basins a year because salt rots out 
(he concrete," Tonaszuck said. 

Salt has a corrosive effect on metal and 
concrete, kills roadside vegetation and 
pollutes waterways. Excessive use of sodium 
chloride on roads has led to the contamination 
of ground water, posing a special threat. 


some say, to individuals who require a low- 
sodium diet. 

According to the DPW, Winchester does 
not have a pollution problem with its drinking 
water because the town reservoirs are 
isolated from areas that are salted. 

Tonaszuck said that when the snow and ice 
removal committee formed seven years ago 
because of residents’ concern about salt’s 
effects on the environment, the DPW had a 
“black pavement policy." 

“At that time, we didn’t even use sand," he 
said. "We were using about 8000 tons of salt a 
year. Last year, in spite of the blizzard, we 
used 2654 tons of salt.’’ 

The group that originally formed to reduce 
salt consumption wanted to ban salt 
altogether, but found that some salt usage is 
necessary to ensure safe driving conditions. 

“Some communities have treid a no salt 
policy,"’ Tonaszuck said. "Concord and 
Burlington each experienced a winter with no 
salt. They’re both back to using some. 

Sand, salt at 
transfer station 

Sand and salt mix for personal use is 
available to residents pt the transfer station 
off Swanton street. 

Do not come to the town yard on Lake 
street to get the mix. DPW trucks need to get 
in and out of the yard and the extra traffic 
creates a traffic problem. 
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| Road salt 
shortage 
predicted 

A shortage of road salt could pose serious 
problems to Winchester this winter. 

Department of Public works Director 
Walter J. Tonaszuck said all local com 
iminities are having difficulties acquiring 
salt 

“The companies are not coming through 
with deliveries," Tonaszuck said. “They say 
ihere is a shortage. We're trying lo find new 
sources, hut so far. we haven’t been very 
successful. 

“Winchester is in fairly good shape right 
now," he added. “We have BOO tons on hand. 
But we use from 2400 to 3000 wons in a winter 

Tonaszuck said the situation could be 
serious because it is almost impossible to 
provide safe driving conditions without salt 

"There will be many angry residents." he 
said. '‘We've always had good service here 
and there will be conditions they're not used 
lo seeing. Hoads will he packed with ice and 
rutted out.” 

The Attorney General's Office is in¬ 
vestigating complaints about the salt shor 
tage as well as a 47 percent increase in salt 
prices. 

In 1977, Winchester paid $17.48 a Ion for 
salt, while in 1978, the cost went up to $25 a 
ton. 

The Attorney General’s Office said they 
can’t say yet why prices have gone up or why 
companies aren’t delivering. 

“We cannot say at this point whether or 
not there is a shortage,” said Asst. Ally. Gen. 
Alan L. Kovaes. “We’ve been calling the 
companies to see if there really is a shortage 
of supplies or if they are stockpiling the salt 
somewhere." 

Kovaes said companies have proposed 
various reasons for the problem: Lack of 
storage facilities here in Boston so that salt 
has to come from New York. New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island as well as a recent change 
in their supply source in South America. 

The Attorney General’s Office is also 
looking i not the different reasons given by the 
companies for price increases. Costs have 
jumped, campaniesclaim, for transportation, 
production and storage and there has been a 
25 to 70 percent increase in labor costs.

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Employers needed 

People over 55 waiting for jobs 


“We really need jobs," Vera Weisz says, 
"There's a pool of talent out there and we 
want to put it to good use." 

The "we" Ms. Weisz refers to Is Project 
Hire (Help Individuals Re-enter 
Employment), a job-placement program 
offered by the Community Services Division 
of Middlesex Community College in Bedford 
and funded by Minuteman Home Care Cor¬ 
poration (MHCC) of Lexington. Ms. Weisz 
serves as coordinator and job developer for 
the program. And “the pool of talent" com¬ 
prises the persons 55 and over residing in the 
16 MHCC-serviced towns, including Arlington 
and Winchester. 

MHCC also serves Acton, Bedford. 
Burlington, Boxborough, Carlisle, Concord, 
Harvard, Lexington, Lincoln, Littleton. 
Maynard, Stow, Wilmington, and Woburn. 

The jobs Project Hire needs vary from 
mechanical to sales, technical to teachers’ 
aides, bookkeeping to clerical. In spite of open 
houses for businesses and large-scale can- 
vassing--which includes 700 letters to em¬ 
ployers in the MHCC region-Project Hire has 
placed only seven job applicants since 
opening its doors in October. 

"We would like to see the employment of 
the elderly beefed up a bit," says Joanne 
Morgan of Winchester, one of Project Hire's 
three volunteers. Although the program has 
received "no lack of cooperation" from local 
businesses, "we currently have more ap¬ 
plicants than jobs," she adds. 

The focus of Project Hire is the advocacy 
of the older worker through job development, 
Ms. Weisz says. The program helps them find 
part-time or full-time paid employment in the 
area of their choice. It also seeks out job 
openings and offers job counseling by 
request. Finally, it hopes to create a pool of 
talented crafts-people to work in their 
communities. 

As Ms* Weisz sees it, the older worker is 
worth this effort. 

“The program tries to educate poeple on 
the advantages of hiring older people. They 
are more mature: they have a number of 
skills in addition to professional skills; they 
have a strong and stable sense of com¬ 
mitment; and they feel the need both to make 
a contribution to society and to exist finan- 
cially-a need that often goes unrecognized," 
she says. 

Project Hire operates clearing houses at 
Jarvis House in Arlington, the Burlington 
Council on Aging, and Middlesex Community 
College. Ms. Weisz, two senior aides hired by 
MHCC, and three volunteers (one an intern 
from UMass Amherst) make up the program 
staf. A career couselor also works part-time 
at the Middlessex office. 


Transportation poses a problem for older 
workers: most don’t want to travel, Ms. Weisz 
says. The proposed MBTA "minibus" bet¬ 
ween I>exington and Winchester may quell 
that reluctance for older workers of those 
towns. "However, most don’t drive, and most 
don’t want to go very far from home," Ms. 
Morgan says. 

Project Hire’s search for jobs will continue 
until December 1979 at least when its current 
funding from MHCC will expire. The older 
workers’ demand for jobs exists, Ms. Weisz 
says-the question is how to supply that 
demand, 

“We received 50 phone calls from Boston 
after Channel 7 broadcasted a public service 
announcement on our program. Of course, we 
don’t cover Boston, so we made referrals to 
other job developers. We also want to be a 
resource center for the other communities 
that we can't handle." 

Unfortunately, the applicants still out¬ 
number the job orders, A more extensive 
canvassing of small businesses will start soon 
with Arlington a prime target, according to

Ms. Morgan. The program also plans a follow¬ 
up of the letters sent to employers. Existing 
job resources, such as die Arlington 
Employment Resource Center, have also 
been used. 

Persons interested in Project Hire should 
call Jarvis House, the Burlington Council on 
Aging, or Middlesex i extension 292) for an 
appointment. The Arlington and Burlington 
clearing houses are open form 9 a m. to noon 
Monday through Friday. The main office at 
Middlesex is also open Monday through 
Friday from 9:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Employers 
with job openings should contact Ms. Weisz at 
Middlesex. 

The clearing houses list job openings in the 
MHCC regions and assist applicants with 
registration and other necessary forms, Ms. 
Weisz says. Anyone 55 or over and living in 
the MHCC region may sing up at Project 
Hire, regardless of income or, in some cases, 
the lack of experience. “It’s more a question 
of confidence than of being qualified," Ms. 
Morgan says.

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Homemaker shortage 
causes delay in care 


Many more older people are eligible for 
home care services because of h new state 
income policy, but it is becoming harder to 
lind lhe homemakers lo provide these ser¬ 
vices. according to the Minuteman Home 
i 'are Corporation. 

Under the new Sliding Fee Scale policy of 
the Deparlmenl of Flder Affairs, an in* 
dividual over fin who needs home care help is 
eligible if his or her annual incomes falls 
under $6,200. The old income cut-off for an 
individual was $4,800. Persons with incomes 
under $5,200 per year now receive services 
free of charge. Those with incomes between 
$5,201 and $5,200 are asked to pay a fee 
ranging from $4 to $15 per month, 

Couples with incomes beiow $7,300 per 
year can receive services wilhout charge, A 
two i^rson household with an annual income 
up In $ 8,100 is now eligible for services under 
the Sliding Fee Program. Fees range from $9 
lo $20 per month for a two person family. 

Judy Seifert. Client Services Supervisor 
tor Minuteman Home Care, recently told 
directors that a major problem preventing 
delivery of services to elders in need was a 
lack of home-makers. 

Part of the problem is the low pay and 
uncertain hours offered homemakers, 
Another part of it is that the homemaker 
position is oflen seen as a low-status job in 
society. Also, mass transportation is poor in 
most of the region, she says. 

As of Nov. 20.19 eligible home care clients 
had waited two to four weeks for homemaker 
service because of (he labor shortage. 

According to John Paul Marosy. acting 
director, the corporation is using alternative 
services, such as its in-housc chore service 
and friendly visitors, to fill the need in the 
short run. Directors authorized that a letter 
be sent to the Department of Elder Affairs 
appraising them of the homemaker shortage 
and urging others in the community lo do the 


same Local efforts to help providers recruit 
homemakers are underway.

The recycling*enter Has separate bins tor glass and cans. 


Hungry town recycling bins 
save money and environment 


They're hungry They have big appetites. 
Hut they'll settle for scraps. 

The more you feed them, the more money 
you save. 

Four recycling bins were set up at the 
town's damping area off Swanton street 
several years ago bv the department of public 
works, in an effort to organize a recycling 
program for Winchester. 

The recepticles stand in a neat line on the 
left-hand side ol the yard, one each for clear 
glass, amber glass, green glass and cans. 
There’s also a container for newspapers. 

Their job? To save money for the town, on 
the one hand Revenues from the sale of glass 
and paper go hack into town funds. 

On the other hand, recycling means 
savings from an environmental point of view. 
It means savings on the material and energy 
otherwise used lo make new products. 

Glass from the recycling bins is sent to 
I lanbury. Conn, to he crushed and melted and 
made into other glass products. Newspapers 
are processed and sold to a paper mill, where 
they become fresh newsprint. 

ilow is the program Taring here? 

So far. not so good, according to DPW 
director Waller J. Tonaszuck. 

“There’s not much participation in 
r ecycling here." Tonaszuck said. “Only about 
to percent of Winchester residents take part 
In many towns around here, at least 50 per¬ 
cent of the resrdents-vokinmrily recycle?' p 
' The center is set up to make recycling as 
sijipie and as quick as possible. Hut par 
licipatlon means separating bottles, cans and 
papers from the rest of the trash 

Most people. Tonaszuck said, are mixing 
these items with their regular trash and 
putting everything (into the conveyor belt 
which carries trash into the transfer station 
From (here, the (rash is hauled out of town by 
contractors to a privately-owned landfill, at 
the cost of $16.50 per (on. 

“Recycling saves the town money in two 
ways,” the DPW director said. “It saves us 
the cost of hauling out the glass, cans ant! 
paper and it brings us dollars from the sale of 
these items.” 

Tonaszuck asid the DPW got up lo $17 a ton 
lor paper in 1978 and “a fair amount for 
bottles.” 

lie’s not sure why the recycling program 
isn't working in Winchester. 

“Maybe people don’t want to lake the 
trouble losort glass, cans and paper. Maybe 
they don't know where the recycling bins are. 
Maybe they don't know what they can save in 
tax money if they participate.” 

Maybe they're interested in recycling, but 
they have a negative impression of town 
dumps?

As a result of the dif¬ 
ficulties that face hospitals 
because of the shortage of 
nursing personnel. the 
American Hospital 
Association has formed an 
Advisory Panel on Nurse 
Shortage. The panel consists 
of representatives from 
major areas in heallh care 
institutions (hat work with 
nursing personnel. 

The panel’s objectives are 
to define the nurse shortage 
problem, to identify factors 
influencing recruitment and 
retention of nurses, to 
recommend a plan of action 
to resolve the problem and to 
serve as a resource to staff in 
implementing the plan. 

“Although the Boston area 
hasn’t got a nursing shor¬ 
tage,” states Bonnie Beers, 
H.N., assistant administrator 
for Nursing Service, “we do 
have difficulty finding 
management-level nurses 
and nurses who will work 
shifts other than weekdays 7- 
3.”

QiviNQ voice to trie MessiAb 


Here in Metro- 
Boston, with its 
dozens of amateur 
musical societies, 
hardly a day in 
December passes 
but that a perfor¬ 
mance of the 
Messiah doesn’t 
rattle the chan- 
deliers somewhere.

Early in November of 1742, George 
Frederic Handel left London for an 
extended stay in Ireland, after hav¬ 
ing completed the Messiah a month 
earlier. A storm on the Irish Sea 
delayed his crossing, so while stay¬ 
ing at Holyhead, he found an 
amateur church chorus in the near¬ 
by town of Chester that was willing 
to try out some of the choruses. It 
was not a happy occasion. The 
bass soloist, who by trade was a 
printer, had all sorts of difficulties 
sight-reading, and this drove 
Handel into a positive rage. Not 
only was this the first known per¬ 
formance of the Messiah, it was 
also the first instance of tension 
between conductor and chorister 
over how the muBic Bhould be Bung 
— or not sung. 

Apparently Handel mellowed; 
throughout his lifetime he tinkered 
constantly with the Messiah, 
adapting as the need arose to the 
abilities of his singers. A totally 
professional musician, Handel 
realized that his music was meant 
to be performed by all kinds of 
people, under all kinds of 
conditions. 

It iB ever thus. Today, the 
Messiah is the quintessential 
ChriBtmas anthem. Every church 
with so much as two small boys for 
a chorus feels obliged to do its own 
production. Here in MetroBoBton, 


with its dozens of amateur musical 
societies, hardly a day in December 
(or late November, for that matter) 
passes but that 8 performance of 
the Messiah doesn’t rattle the 
chandeliers somewhere. Among the 
Messiahs to be sung locally by 
these groups are a full-blown 
production by the Framingham 
Choral Society, with an orchestra, 
December 17 at 3 pm in Framing¬ 
ham’s Nevins Hall, at Concord 
Street and Union Avenue. Tickets 
are 83.75, and head down to $2 for 
students and those over 65. 

They’re available at the door; or 
call 358-7583 for more details. 

Also, the Christmas portion of the 
Messiah will be sung by the Asso¬ 
ciated Lutheran Young People’s 
Chorus, with soloists and 
orchestra, on December 10 at 4 pm, 
in the First Lutheran Church, at 
, the comer of Berkeley and Marl¬ 
boro Streets in Boston. It’s free, 
and there’s more information at 
536-8851. 

There are many more, of course 
— look in the notes section for 
additional information. AIbo, in the 
ensuing weeks, keep your eye 
on our Classical Music listings, or 
check with your local church. 

We here in MetroBoston also 
have the highly-polished, 
professional groups like the Handel 
and Haydn Society, the country’s 
oldeBt musical organization. Not 
only did the Society present the 
American premiere of the Messiah 
way back in 1818, in King's 
Chapel; it's been performing the 
work every Christmas season since 
1854. This year’s performances are 
December 8 and 10, at Symphony 
Hall (251 Huntington Avenue); 
ticketB are 815.50, 810.50, and 86, 
available only at the box office 
(266-1492). The Canterbury 
Chorus chimes in, too, with its free 
performance of the oratorio (the 
Advent and Christmas sections), 
December 10 at 8 pm in Boston’s 
Trinity Church, in Copley Square. 

Finally, there are what are 
variously called “sing-ins’ 1 , “walk- 
ins", and "sing-alongs”, in which 
members of the audience are also 
the performers. For sheer fun, these 
Messiahs are hard to beat. Here is 
the Messiah without tears, choral 
music for those of us with tin ears 
and voices like Donald Duck. 

For 17 years, the biggest sing- 
along of them all, and the oldest 
continuing one, haB been that of the 
Masterworks Chorale in Cary Hall, 
on Mass Ave in Lexington. Quite 
simply, anyone who wants to Bing 
is welcome to do so. Admission is 
free, and all you have to do iB bring 
your own score. Actually, you don’t 
even have to do that. You can buy 
a score there. 

The MaBterworkB Chorale iB 


conducted by Allen Lannom, an 
Associate Professor of Music at 
Boston University, and one of the 
mainstays of chorale music in this 
part of the world. The orchestra 
consists of 35 pieces, plus harpsi¬ 
chord, to provide the proper Baro¬ 
que touch. (It’s worth noting that if 
you play the violin, the orchestra 
will gladly welcome you. There is 
no such thing as too many violins.) 

In the past anywhere from 700 
to 800 people have shown up for 
this Messiah. Many people bring 
their children along because they 
find there is no better way to intro¬ 
duce kids to music than to let them 
participate directly in a perfor¬ 
mance. (It also solves the baby¬ 
sitter problem and no one seems to 
mind.) This year, the Master- 
works Chorale will do the Messiah 
twice, on December 15 and 16 at 8. 
Both eveningB will last roughly two 
hours, and you can call 235-6210 
for any information you’ll need. 

Even as loosely structured as this 
sing-along is, there are still those 
who feel inhibited because while 
they enjoy music, they neither play 
an instrument nor read music. 

So, before going any further, let 
me offer a few suggestions about 
that. Really, it’s like anything else; 
a little preparedness can make all 
the difference. To that end, it's 
worth buying a score and an album 
of the Messiah so you can practice 
beforehand in the privacy of your 
living room or shower stall. Scores 
are available from Carl FiBher, at 
156 Boylston Street, and from the 



Boston Music Company, right 
down the street at 116 Boylston. 
Three editions are available; the 
Schirmer and Fischer cost 84.50, 
while the Novello is 85.50. Just 
open the Bcore, forget the musical 
notation and sing along with a 
record. (No, it’s not silly at all.) 
The current issue of the Schwann 
catalogue lists no fewer than 18 
complete recordings of the 
Messiah, and another 17 of 
excerpts. 

To let you know what you are 
preparing for, here are the choruses 
being done by the Masterworks 
Chorale after the opening 
orchestral sinfonia: “And the glory 
of the Lord”, “For unto us a child 
is bom”, “Glory to God”, "His 
yoke is easy", “Behold the lamb of 
God”, “With His stripes”, “Are we 
like sheep”, “Hallelujah,” and 
"Worthy is the lamb" — the long 
amen. 

A complete sing-along of the 
Messiah will be done on December 
15 at Boston’s Symphony Hall at 8 
pm, under the auspices of the 
National Choral Council. This 
group is from New York, and while 
it seems a little like bringing coals 
to Newcastle to import another 
Messiah, it really proves you can't 
have too much of a good thing. 
There’s no orchestra with this 
sing-along Messiah but the group 
will use that superb Symphony 
Hall organ together with 20 — 
count ’em, 20 — conductors each 
leading a chorus. Two soloists, Ray 
DeVol, tenor, and Hazel O’Donnell, 
soprano, will spell the audi¬ 
ence/chorus in this three-and-a-half 
hour production. 

While this sing-along ib new to 
Boston, it has been done at Avery 
Fisher (Philharmonic) Hall in New 
York since 1968, as well as at the 
Saratoga Performing Arts Center, 
Philadelphia, Minneapolis, and as 
far west as Seattle. 

The director, Martin Josman, 
tells me that at other Messiah Bing- 
alongs, especially in New York, it is 
frequently difficult to get people to 
leave the hall once the sing is over 
with. Everyone gets caught up in 
the spirit of the thing and will, 
quite spontaneously, break out into 
Christmas carols. Even after they 
are out on the street, they walk 
home in groups, caroling away. 
(Imagine — New York with that 
kind of festiveness.) 

This Messiah will cost 85.50 for 
single tickets but groups of 15 or 
more will be admitted for 84.95 
apiece. Scores will also be available 
at 84.50. You can get tickets at the 
Symphony box office (251 Hun¬ 
tington Avenue, 266-1492) or 
through Concert Charge (426- 
8181). 



Notes: 

As Metroguide went to press, we 
had received information about the 
following Messiah performances 
and sing-alongs. 

First off, the University of 
Lowell’s music department is 
getting together for a sing (to which 
the public is invited, to sing if it 
chooses, for free) December 18 at 8 
pm. The location is St Anne’s 
Church, on Merrimack Street in 
Lowell; you can call the Univer¬ 
sity at 452-5000for all the details. 

Over in Andover, the Andover 
Choral plans to perform the work 
twice. They’re both at 7:30 pm, 
and they’re both free. The first is 
December 10 at St Robert Bellar- 
mine Church (683-8922), on 
Haggets Pond Road in West 
Andover; the second is December 17 
at the Free Christian Church, on 
Elm Street in Andover Center. 

Finally, we come to Boston and 
the Park Street Church, where, on 
December 17, the Park Street 
Choir bursts into song at 7:30 pm. 
The even is free, a tui you’ll find the 
Park Street Church on, of course, 1 
Park Street (523-3383).

The one let-down of 
the evening is Mrs 
Cheney herself — 
there’s more femme 
than fatale to 
Deborah Kerr these 
days.

Deborah Kerr has made quite a 
career of being pursued across 
stage and screen by various lusty 
males. And she’s at it again, in The 
Last of Mrs Cheney, currently a 
pre-Broadway visitor in town. 
Written by Frederick Lonsdale, the 
show was a hit in the Twenties. 
Now, as a period piece, it's frothy, 
light enough to blow away, and 
wonderfully funny. 

Basically, Mrs Cheney is an 
English drawing-room style 
comedy, the saga of A Scheming 


Woman With a Heart Of Gold. 
When you first meet her, Cheney is 
oozing with class, posing as a 
dignified widow at her own after¬ 
noon soiree. She has recently been 
taken up by a veddy titled clique, 
too, who, between drinks and 
chatter about society and romance, 
keep discussing how marvelous 
Mrs Cheney is. In fact, two of its 
members, the womanizer Lord 
Alfred Dilling and the dogged Lord 
Elton, are in love with her. Every¬ 
one adores this sweet little lily so 
much that even Dilling’s crusty, 
extremely wealthy cousin, Mrs 
Ebley, is won over. She invites 
Cheney, along with the rest of the 
crew, over to her manse for a week¬ 
end in the country. 

It’s here that the plot thickens; 
well, starts to 9immer. It turns out, 
that Cheney is, in truth, an 
ambitious ex-shopgirl and that 
she’s after those pearls hanging 
around Mrs Ebley's neck. With the 
aid of her criminal mentor and 
butler, Charles, she plans a nice 
weekend of robbery in the country. 
There's a twinge of guilt in here 
somewhere ("these are my 
friends . .. "), but it soon vanishes. 
Next thing you know, the "lady” is 
happily nattering away in Mrs 
Ebley’s living room. 

So ensues a tale of attempted 
robbery (foiled by Lord Dilling), a 
threat of blackmail and so forth — 


all the complications of farce. As a 
matter of fact and of course, every¬ 
thing does end happily, with the 
pairing of Cheney and Dilling, for a 
reason only the author under¬ 
stands. This is a feather-weight 
show, indeed. But the lines aren’t 
feather-brained — the wit is such, 
and most of the performances are 
such, that you really won’t care 
about the flaws, the implausibility. 
You’ll simply laugh, and laugh 
hard. 


All of the actors here rise admir¬ 
ably to the task; some bubble. 
Especially notable among the per¬ 
formers are Jeanette Landis (Lady 
Joan), who displays a plump 
charm, bouncing about the stage 
like a good-natured pincushion; 
and Stephen D Newman (Lord 
Elton), who, aB the pompous, 
awkward, humorless gent, 
magnificently booms out his lines 
and proceeds to walk away with 
much of the show. With his long 


chin and brushed-back hair, he’s 
got the look of a perpetually 
gloomy beagle. Donal Donelly, as 
the educated and restless Charles, 
and Monte Markham, the rakish 
Lord Dilling, are fine, too, although 
you wish Markham weren't as fond 
as he is of heading up towards a 
falsetto near the ends of his sen¬ 
tences. 

The one slight let-down of the 
evening, surprisingly, is Deborah 
Kerr’s Mrs Cheney. There’s more 
femme than fatale to Deborah Kerr 
these days, and frankly, you're 
bound to be a tad embarrassed 
when she’s addressed as "young 
woman,” and when she’s romanced 
by men who, supposedly her con 
temporaries, look aB if they've still 
got some catching up, age-wise, 
to do. She’s also vaguely self- 
conscious throughout her perfor¬ 
mance: almost as if she’s aware of 
this disparity. 

One final thing of note about 
Mrs Cheney is that the whole show 
is performed, gloriously, without 
those accursed microphones that 
seem to breed, like rabbits, in the 
footlightB of theatres everywhere. 
What you hear, from everyone 
concerned, are precisely timed and 
beautifully enunciated lines. It’s a 
welcome escape from mumbled 
phrases blasting out through two 
speakers; and a fine 'addition' to an 
enjoyable, if fiimBy, play.

Woburn Plaza owners 
seek order extension 


About town

Woburn Plaza officials are seeking a six 
month extension to the Winchester Board of 
Health’s order to get off a Winchester sewer 
line or correct overflow problems caused by 
the plaza's usage. 

A Dec. 1 deadline has already been ex¬ 
tended to Jan. 1 by the board of health and the 
second extension will be voted on Monday 
night at the board's regular meeting at the 
health office in town hall. 

In 1959, Winchester allowed a certain 
number of plaza stores to hook up to the 
Winchester line provided the stores build a 
line connecting the plaza to the Winchester 
line. The connecting line runs south to about 
Mahoney's Nursery where it joins up with the 
Winchester line. 

Because of development in the West Side 
of town, overflow is caused when it rains 
heavily. The area most affected by overflow 
is across Camdbridge street from the Win¬ 
chester Boat Club. 

Atty. Ed Hicks of Winchester, who 
represents Y&M Trust, the owners of Woburn 
Plaza, said the board has indicated they 
would approve the six-month extension if the 
company can satisfy immediate concerns of 
involved parties. 

Hicks will be meeting with town Counsel 
Douglas Randall before Monday to work out 
an agreement with the town. The town is 
concerned that continued overflowing will 
cause a health hazard and thus be liable to 
damage suits. 

The plaza has tried to get both Winchester 
and Woburn to help pay for improvement, but 
neither town has agreed to help out. 

Board of Health Chairman Jeanne Thomas 
said she is waiting for a "positive plan” from 
the owners on how to correct the problem. 

Hicks said, "Wc are working on solving the 
problem but we need the six-month extension 
to prepare an adequate solution.” 

When asked if the owners have a con¬ 


tingency plan if the board does not grant an 
extension, Hicks said they do not. He said, 
"We would all cry a lot” if an extension was 
not approved, but that the owners would "do 
what they would have to do” if they were not 
granted the extension. 

The board could instruct the town to cutoff 
the Woburn Plaza from the sewer line or they 
could take court action against the owners.

Walter 
Gleason, Winchester students who took 
college board examinations achieved "at a 
very high level when compared to any similar 
population of students.” 

The average achievement score of 
students in Winchester was 524 whereas the 
mean for average mean fo* other suburban, 
non-Industrial communities was 514.

The collector of tills information, Mary 
Lou Williams, recently received a 1978 
Environmental Merit Award from the 
Environmental Protection Agency for the 
work she has done in protecting the en¬ 
vironment. 

The EPA chose her from more than 100 
nominees from New Hampshire, Maine, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Vermont and upper New York state for her 
environmental work in southern New 
Hampshire in the area around Hampstead, 
her summer residence since childhood. 

She earned the highest honor the EPA 
bestows for developing a recreational trail 
system along an abandoned railroad line, 
creating a program entitled “The Future of 
Southern New Hampshire Waters; and im¬ 
proving environmental education in the local 
school systems. 

‘‘Nature has always been an important 
part of my life,” Mrs. Williams explains, as 
she stands before a watercolor she painted 
after a walk in the woods. "I have always 
loved the outdoors." 

"My parents saw to it that I was exposed to 
woods and water all my life. I was taught the 
names of birds, flowers, trees and shrubs 
when I was a small child.”

About 75 percent of Winchester students 
took the scholastic aptitude test, which 
measures capacity, and the subject tests, 
which measure achievement. 

Only 21 percent of the nation’s students 
took both tests, the board reported. The tests 
are usually taken every fall by juniors and 
many colleges require the scores for ad¬ 
mission. 

The verbal mean of the scholastic apr- 
titude test in Winchester was 467, the highest 
score since 1974. Students in 1973 scored 468. 
The math mean for this year was 513, the 
highest recorded in the past six years. 

Greatest subject scores were realized in 
math II where students had a mean score of 
879, the only subject area that students scored 
above 600. Lincoln-Sudbury Consortium 
students, however, scored 691. 

The lowest subject score was registered by 
students who took the English composition 
test. Only a 496 mean score was made there. 
Other poor scores as compared to similar 
communities were registered in chemistry 
and American history. Math I test scores also 
were lower than comparable communities.

"The performance of Winchester 
elementary school students reflects high 
overall achievement in all areas tested by the 
Stanford Achievement tests when compared 
with similar groups all over the country,” 
Gleason said. Junior high scores and other 
tabulations will be examined in next week's 
Star.

Good things 

Something good is happening to Winchester. 

The town is attracting business by adopting carefully designed ap¬ 
plications for liquor licenses at local eating establishments, a mini-bus 
system 1ms been approved by the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 

Authority and Winchester Town Meeting, the skyrocketing property 
taxes have been capped by careful planning, and now the town can only 
be more improved by the formation of a chamber of commerce. 

The first sign of fortune was transmitted In last year's town meeting 
vote directing the board of selectmen to develop regulations for the 
licensing of alcohol-serving restaurants In town. 

This vote was a clear Indication of the town’s desire to attract much- 
needed business to Winchester Center, an Invitation long overdue. 

There was risk Involved in this town meeting vote, but risk Is usually 
involved in many important matters. “Good things don't come easy." 
Had the selectmen not properly related the Intention of the vote into the 
regulations, namely to attract only top-notch business operations, then 
this vote would have backfired. Point selectmen. 

The second message of Winchester opportunity came In the form of 
limited taxation. Because of a town-wide effort to hold down costs and 
because of keen foresight and proper planning of the town comptroller’s 
office, the town was able to hold taxes to a less-than-a-cost-of-llvlng rate 
hike The rate, which should have risen about four or five dollars In 

figuring inflation and cost of living Increases, was only boosted a little 
more than a dollar. Point, town departments, especially the comp¬ 
troller’s office. 

Thirdly, the recent town meeting vote to approve an around-town mini¬ 
bus system within Winchester Indicates again the community’s desire to 
revitalize the center. Maybe residents will once again be attracted to a 
fine retail selection of merchandise In town rather than running out of 
town for ’specials.’ 

We can't blame Wlnchesterites for leaving town In the past to do their 
shopping, but we believe that the center has the potential of growing back 
to what It used to be — a booming, mini-metropolis. Just look at the old 
pictures appearing with the '60 Years Ago’ column this month. It Is 
recorded proof that the center was all Winchester residents needed. 

Instead of trolley tracks running through the town, mini-bus routes can 
now bring shoppers to the center within 16 minutes from any point In 
town. We hope that merchants recognize this opportunity and poBBlbly 
pay for shoppers’ fares If they visit their particular store. 

Finally, the incorporation of a chamber of commerce is the link bet¬ 
ween the afore-mentioned opportunities. If the chamber of commerce can 
facilitate the attraction of business to the center, and if the chamber can 
promote the commercial Interests of the community, then Winchester Is 
well on Its way to revitalization. 

As Winchester Savings Bank President Robert B. Nickerson said, "The 
chamber of commerce Is a new beginning for the Winchester business 
community...A dynamic chamber will aid every resident and help to 
shape a prosperous and harmonious community.” 


Nickerson continued, “The chamber of commerce will coordinate the 
business, professional, and residential interests of Wlnchster and It Is 
through a partnership of these interests that we will be able to work 
toward building a balanced community in the future.” 

The chamber of commerce Is the result of long arduous work by a 
steering committee formed last spring by the Winchester Business and 
Professional Association. Mrs. Barbara Crowell has been hired as a full¬ 
time executive vice president and she will be working with citizens and 
merchants alike to get the chamber rolling, 

She will need whatever help you can afford her and we encourage the 
community to actively support the chamber. 

The town has supported the adoption of regulations for alcohol-serving 
establishments, the town has supported a mini-bus system, and now the 
town must support the chamber of commerce. 

Many good things are happening to Winchester. Be part of It and 
enhance its opportunity.

50 years ago 


This is ihi* second installment uf si four-part 
series on htm Winchester (’enter looked SO 
.'ears ago. The pictures appearing with this 
series, obtained from the Winchester 
Archival (’enter, have helped the author, 
Henry Slmonds, in ‘rebuilding 1 the center as it 
looked ill 1928. 

This week we will continue our journey 
beginning ai the junction of Mt. Vernon street 
and Main street. Mt. Vernon street used to be 
Pleasant street from Main street to 
Washington street until 1916. 

First on the right hand side of Mt, Vernon 
street, we come to the White Block built in 
1880 by Samuel B White. It contains Christy’s 
Fruit store, G. Raymond Bancroft’s Dry 
Goods Store (which used to be Bowser and 
Bancroft) and Randall’s Ice Cream & Candy 
store. The upper floor used to be occupied by 
the Y.M.C. in the lale lB80’s which later 
changed its name to the Calument Club. 

We now come to the Ames Block built in 
1907 by S. K. Ames of Melrose. Here we find 
Central Hardware Co. owned by Joseph M. 
Donahue, S. K Ames Butter & Egg Store and 
Winchester Exchange Dry Goods Store until 
Feb.. 192B when Clara Catherine Candy Store 
moved in from Ml. Vernon street. 

At the comer of Mt. Vernon street and 
Converce place stands the old Methodist 
Church built in 1876 and now converted into 
offices of the Winchester Laundry. On the left 
hand side of Converse place stands the 
Winchester Laundry which is now the New 
England Laundries. The Winchester Laundry 
was established in 1898 by Arthur T. Downer 
and consisted of a two-story wooden building 
and other wooden buildings. In 1912, the two- 
story building was converted into an office 
and I he other wooden buildings torn down and 
the brick and concrete plant was built. 

On the right hand side of Converse place is 
Orlando’s Shoe Repair Shop in the rear of the 
Ames building and next to that is the New 
England Laundries Garage built in 1917 by 
Frank L. Ripley, Previous next to the Ames 
Building was the Winchester Garage built in 
1915 by Frank L. Ripley and next were 
wooden buildings built in 1B8!) by Samuel T 
Dinsmore and torn down. 

We return to Mt. Vernon street and beyond 
theAberjona River stands the Town Hall built 
in 1887 which houses all the town offices and 
public library. Before the new fire and police 
station was built, the police station was in the 
basement. 

We will now return to the corner of Main 


street and start at the left hand side of Mt. 
Vernon street. Here stands the Lyceum Block 
built in 1851 by Sumner Richardson. It is 
somewhat changed by alterations from its 
original Gothic style. In the early days, it was 
the lyceum of American institution. Here 
many public lectures were given by famous 
speakers, the seed of the Winchester Library 
was planted, dances and entertainment and 
town meetings were held in the big hall above 
the stores until the town hall was built. In 
1950, the upper part of the building was badly 
gutted by fire and the building was renovated 
to make two stories instead of ihcee. The first 
Boor now contains the Edison Light office and 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co 

The next block is the Miller Block built in 
189!) by Henry C. Miller. In this are Richard¬ 
son’s Meat & Provision Store and Mill’s 
Kitchenware Store 

The Winchester Savings Bank, built in 
1893. is on the corner of Winchester place. 
Next we come to the fire and police station 
built in 1914. The old fire station used to set in 
hack of (he present one where the Police 
station is now The old station was built in 
1872. 

Beyond the Fire Station is the Miller Block 
built in 1889 by Henry C. Miller. On the first 
floor, is the Mt. Vernon Cafe which moved to 
Church street in October and then Central 
Hardware Co. moved into the store. The 
upper floors are apartments. 

On the other side of the river stands the 
Christian Science Church which was the old 
Episopalian Church built in 1H85. Opposite the 
town hall, David N. Skillings Jr. used to live in 
a house on a hill which is now a parking lot. 

We now will return to Winchester Place. 
On the left hand side is the Central Garage 
built in 1917 by Kelley & Hawes. The Central 
Battery Co. was also in this building. Before 
this garage there stood houses. The rest of the 
streel remains practically the same as now. 

Now we will go to Railroad avenue which 
became Shore road in 1938. In the Lyceum 
Building are Abraham Fox Shoe Repair shop, 
Sullivan’s Barber Shop and Winchester Auto 
Repair Co. Next the basement of the Central 
Garage and then we come to Kelley & Hawes 
Barn and Stable built in 1897 by Daniel W. 
Hawes. The balance of the street contains 
houses. Opposite the Central Garage, George 
LeDuc had a lunch carl besides the fence by 
the railroad. , 

Next week we will take a trip on the West 
Side of the railroad starting at Park and Main 
street.

Living with

Tills is the first in a series of articles on heart 
health prepared by the American Heart 
Association 

Exercise has become a very popular form 
of leisure-time activity. It is estimated that 
perhaps as many as 20 million Americans 
participate in some form of regular exercise. 
They have various reasons for doing this, 
including a desire to keep physically fit, lose 
weight and relax; but many also feel that 
exercise will somehow protect against or 
prevent the normal aging process, including 
hardening of the arteries and eventual heart 
attack or stroke. 

While there have also been some reports of 
people dying suddenly while participating in 
exercice. this seems to occur very rarely, 
especially if one exercises sensibly. The 
important thing for you to know is how to 
exercise properly and what precautions to 
take before and during exercise, 

Many studies, including the famous 
Framingham Heart Study, have Implicated 
the sedentary lifestyle as one of the factors 
leading to heart disease. Two recent studies 
Trom London and San Francisco have 
reported that men either engaged in vigorous 
leisure-time activities or doing strenuous 
tasks at work have a lower incidence of heart 
attacks and or sudden death. 

The problem with many of the studies 
purporting to show that physical exercise has 
a protective effect on heart disease and death 
rates is that heart disease probably has many 
causes, such as high blood pressure, level of 
Tats in the blood and history of smoking, and it 
is extremely difficult to isolate one of these 
causes, such as physical activity, as being all- 
important. Thus, although there is suggestive 
evidence that exercise may protect against 
heart attacks and sudden death, there is by no 
means irrefutable proof. 

Besides the possibly protective benefit of a 
regular exercise program, there is much 
definitive evidence that exercise can lower 
the levels of fats In the blood, can decrease 
the heirt rate and blood pressure both at rest 
and in response to exercise, can increase the 
ability of the body to consume oxygen, and is 
useful as adjunctive therapy to control 
weight. There are also less well-defined 
benefits of exercise, such as decreasing 
psychological stress and uplifting depression, 
and improving self-esteem. 

There are generally two types of muscular 
contractions involved in exercise: static or 
isometric contraction, characterized by 
steady muscular contraction without much 
change in length while force is being exerted. 
Examples include weight-lifting, water 
skiing, hand gripping, or pushing against a 
stationary object. The second type consists of 
isotonic or rhythmic contractions in which the 
muscles do undergo a change in length while 
force is being exerted Examples include 
walking, running, swimming, cycling, skiing, 
and rope jumping. Isometric exercises 
markedly increase the blood pressure and put 
a great stress on the heart. Although they 
may increase muscle strength and mass, they 
do not improve cardiovascular fitness and 
may be dangerous for people with heart 
disease. Isotonic exercises, in contrast. In¬ 
crease the heart rale and pumping ability 
much more than the blood pressure, and thus 
exert much less stress on the heart muscle. 
The latter is the type of exercise one should 
perform to improve heart health, or car- 
diovascualr fitness. 

What should be the duration, frequency 
and intensity of exercise? Since we do not 
know whether exercise protects against heart 
disease, we cannot recommend an exercise 
level appropriate to prevent heart attacks or 
sudden death. However, there are some 
guidelines available for increasing ear- 
diovnscualr fitness. 

The duration of exercise should be about 30 
to 40 minutes. Including a gradual five to 10 
minute warmup period involving situps, 
kneebends. etc., to stretch muscle groups, a 
20 to 30 minute exercise period, and a five to 
10 minute cooldown or recovery period An 
effective exercise program should include at 
least three sessions a week, preferably on 
alternate days. The intensity of the exercise 
period should be at the level of about 7o 
l>ercent of the individual’s maximum heart 
rate.

your heart 

The heart rate is the number of heartbeats 
per minute, calculated by taking your pulse 
for 10 seconds and multiplying by fi. The pulse 
may be felt by pressing the index and middle 
fingers of one hand on the upturned wrist of 
the other hand at the side of the thumb or on 
the opposite side of the neck just off the 
windpipe right underneath the jaw. The 
maximum heart rate can be estimated using 
the formula, 220 minus your age. Thus, if you 
are 40 years old, your maximum heart rate is 
180 beats per minute, and 126 beats per 
minute (70percent x 180) should be a general 
guideline as to the maximum heart rate you 
should attain. It is best measured either 
during exercise or within 15 seconds after 
cessation of exercise. 

If you cannot or do not want to count your 
pulse rate, another general guideline is that 
you should not suffer extreme breathlessness 
or fatigue during exercise (i.e., you should bo 
able to carry on a conversation while exer¬ 
cising), or prolonged fatigue during recovery. 
Exercise should obviously not cause diz¬ 
ziness, chest pain, or leg pains other than 
mild muscular aches. 

What are the precautions you should take 
before embarking on an exercise program? 
Most importantly, anyone who has been 
sedentary for a prolonged period and anyone 
over the age of 35 should undergo a thorough 
examlnatin before starting. This might in 
clqde a stress test, which measures the heart 
rate. blood pressure. and elec¬ 
trocardiographic <EKG) changes with in¬ 
creasingly strenuous exercise, usually in a 
bicycle ergonometer or treadmill. 

If this test shows that you have some form 
of heart disease, your exercise should be 
modified or preferably supervised at a car¬ 
diac rehabilitation center (check with your 
local division of the American Heart 
Association). Even these precautions before 
exercising do not absolutely assure the ab¬ 
sence of heart disease or that you will not 
suffer an untoward effect of exercise. 
However, these precautions do offer much 
assurance and represent the most sensible 
approach available at present. 

The other precautions are obvious: don’t 
exercise in excessively hot weather (I.e., over 
80 degrees F) or cold weather; don’t exercise 
within two hours after eating; don’t shower 
with very hot or cold water immediately after 
exercise; dress appropriately; don't exercise 
during an illness due to infection; drink 
plenty of fluids during long exercise periods; 
wear or use good equipment; and most im¬ 
portantly, do not exercise strenuously in the 
beginning. The old adage that you should nol 
try to get in shape in 20 days when you have 
been oul of shape for 20 years is very wise 
advice. The most common reason for 
cessation of an exercise program probably 
results from injuries suffered from over¬ 
exercise 

A sensible exercise program might start 
with stretching exercises followed bv 
gradually walking up to one mile in 30 
minutes. This can gradually be increased to 
the point that you can walk two miles in 30 
minutes (this should lake about one month). 
If you then want to increase the intensity of 
exercise, alternate walking and jogging everv 
quarter-mile up to two miles, followed by 
increasing the amount of jogging to the point 
where you can jog continuously for three 
miles in about 30 minutes (this should lake 
about two months). This is the usual limit that 
most previously sedentary individuals can 
achieve in three months without excessive 
muscle or joint complaints and is a good 
exercise program to continue. The same type 
of program could be applied to bicycle 
exercise. 

In conclusion, although It has never been 
proven (and may never be) that exercise 
prevents or protects from heart disease or 
sudden death, regular exercise can be very 
rewarding with other benefits involved. It 
should be emphasized that regualr exercise 
should form only a part of a re-oriented 
lifestyle thal should include a more prudent 
diet (with lower content of fats, refined sugar, 
and salt), cessation of cigarette smoking, 
weighl control, and lowering of high blood 
pressure. For further information on exer¬ 
cise. diet, and heart health, contact the 
(•renter Boston Division of the American 
Heart Association (738-4920).

When shopping: 

•Always keep your car locked whenever 
you park.

-If you have station wagon, pul the 
packages on the floor and place a cover over 
them; 

-Park in alighted area if at all possible: 

-Keep your packages under your control at 
all limes, whether inside or outside of stores: 

-Don’t pu down your purse while looking at 
merchandise.

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Salt shortage out of critical stage at present time 


The road salt shortage is out of the critical 
stage for the lime being, department of public 
works Director Waller J. Tonaszuck told the 
board of selectmen Monday night. 

■‘We are getting deliveries of salt. There is 
no need for residents to feel concerned " 
Tonaszuck said. “We're in better control of 
things than many other com muni ties,” he 
added. 

Tonaszuck said the DPW has about 1000 
tons of salt on hand. The quota for this year is 
2800 tons. 

“As we use the salt, we will buy more and 
try to keep a stockpile. If there's a supply 
problem late in the season, we should have 
enough to meet our needs,” he remarked. 

State Hep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, Jr. has 
talked to suppliers, hauling companies and 
the Attorney General’s Office, Tonaszuck 
said, to see what can be done about potential 
salt shortages. Many area communities have 
been having problems getting salt deliveries. 
Salt companies say lack of local storage 


space and problems with supply sources are 
responsible lor the local shortage. The 
Attorney General's office is investigating the 
shortage as well as the considerable price 
increases in salt this year. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins asked 
Tonaszuck if the DPW is going to use less salt 
because of the potential problem with salt 
delivery. 

Tonazzuck said the DPW tries to use the 
least amount of salt possible, regardless of 
what they have in reserve, 

“It’s a question of doing the job right, he 
said. “We will use the least amount necessary 
to ensure public safety and continue to the 
point where no material is left. The other 
choice is to provide substandard operatoons 
in anticipation of a shortage.” 

Selectman Hankins said she had been 
driving in another community after a storm 
and noticed streets that were not plowed. 

“It was a great pleasure to hit the Win¬ 


chester line and have a bare street,” she 
remarked. “Until we get lo the point when we 
have to cut back on clearing roads, I’m more 
than satisfied to spend the money to have 
bare streets.” 

Selectman Harry Chefalo. a member of 
the snow and ice removal study committee, 
asked Tonaszcuk if sand alone could be used if 
the town runs out of salt. 

Tonaszuck pointed out that sand is not an 
effective abrasive, doesn't provide traction 
and won’t stop cars. 

“If there are sleet conditions and the sand 
builds up, the cars will slide on sand,” he said. 
“Sand is a filler to reduce the amount of salt 
used.” he continued, 


Chefalo asked if the DPW could save the 
salt for crucial spots. 

Tonaszuck said it is impossible to predict 
whal will l>c needed for each storm. 

Board Chairman Edward O’Connell said. 
“We’re willing to rely on the judgment of the 
DPW. The snow and ice removal study 
committee is advisory lo you. Someone has to 
make the decisions and we expect you lo do 
that.” 

The town has purchased two devices which 
allow the trucks to spread the sand and salt 
mixture more evenly, thereby reducing the 
amount used. One device has already been 
installed and the DPW will install the second 
one on a new truck which has not yet arrived.

Board of health cracks down 
on K of C victualler operation 


The Winchester Board of Health will be 
inspecting a victualler operation now working 
out of the Knights of Columbus Hall on Mt. 
Vernon street on a monthly basis starting this 
month. 

The small business has been serving 
specials every day for the past few months. 
The meals, until recently, have been 
prepared in Woburn. 

According to board of health regulations, 
victuallers who transport food into a kitchen 
on a regular basis are required to procure 
caterer licenses from the board of health. 

For instance, the caterer of the Winchester 
Rotary Club, which serves the club every 
Thursday afternoon, carries a license and 
pays a fee for the license every month. 

The board of health has notified the K of C 
operation that they must either do the same 
or secure a restaurant license from the board 
and a victualler license from the board of 
selectmen. At present, the operation does not 
have a victualler license but they are 
recognized by the health board. 

Board of health officials said they granted 
the operation a two-week trial period to see 
how business Director of Public Health 
Michael Saraco said the operator would not 
bother getting a license if business was poor 
after two weeks.

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College life a common 
life for Casey family

It’s not uncommon for a family today to 
have more than one child enrolled in college. 
However, there are very few families in 
which husband, wife, and son are enrolled in 
the same school — hut that’s just what Ed. 
(Jerry and Glenn Casey of Winchester are 
doing. 

Both Ed and Gerry Casey are candidates 
for the Associate in Arts degree at Harvard 
University Extension. Their 19-year-old son, 
Glenn, is also taking extension courses and. 
plans to enter the A.A. program (his spring. 

Three years ago, the Caseys knew nothing 
about extension. “1 was interested in taking 
courses for self-improvement and enrich¬ 
ment,” says Mrs. Casey, a homemaker and 
legal secretary, “and a friend told me about 
Harvard Extension. I sent away for in¬ 
formation about continuing education at a 
number of colleges around Boston, but ex¬ 
tension sounded like the best program for 
me.” 

Founded in 1910 by A. Lawrence Lowell, 
president of Harvard and trustee of the 
Lowell Institute, extension has admitted 
more than 170,000 men and women to its open 
enrollment college courses. About 1,500 have 
earned the Harvard University degrees of 
Associate in Arts and Bachelor of Arts in 
Extension Studies (or, in earlier years, their 
equivalent). 

Although he was somewhat skeptical, Ed 
Casey decided to take Extension courses with 
his wife. “Frankly, it sound too good to be 
true, to be able to take open cnrollmenl 
courses at night and earn a Harvard degree. 


at rates that were competitive with any other 
college in the area.” he says. “Bui I found out 
that everything was just as I’d heard.” 

The Caseys, now in their third year at 
extension, expect to receive their A.A 
degrees in June, before continuing in the H. A. 
program. 

They usually take three courses per 
semeslser. Although there is occasionally 
some friendly rivalry between them. Ed and 
Gerry Casey find that their grades are sur¬ 
prisingly similar. “We enjoy talking about 
our courses,” says Mrs. Casey. “It's almost a 
game to ask each other, “Whal are you tip to 
so far?” 

Both are good students. “You do have to 
set priorities in order to balance course work 
and career successfully,” explains Mr. 
Casey, purchasing agent for Harvard’s 
Building and Grounds Department. “If you 
plan to study one night, you stick to that 
because you have other responsibilities .” } 
Says Mrs. Casey. “The faculty are sensitive 
to your needs* as a continuing education 
student. They know you’re in a different 
position from a traditional college student.” 

Extension lias become something of a 
Casey family tradition, with son Glenn taking 
three courses this fall and planning to earn his 
A.A. in extension studies. 

“Glenn had certainly heard us talk en¬ 
thusiastically about Extension, hut it was his 
decision to come here.” says Gerry Casey. 
“Extension is a good way for him to explore 
before making definite decisions about the 
future.”

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The Making Of A Champion

Winning at next 
Saturday’s 65th 
Annual Eastern Dog 
Club Show involves 
a lot more than just 
a pretty face.

A dog lover at hie first dog show is 
like a child at his first circus. The 
child goes home and dreams about 
becoming a trapeze artist by prac¬ 
ticing at the neighborhood play¬ 
ground; the dog lover has visions of 
breeding a magnificent champion 
who will walk away with a duster 
of blue ribbons. It looks so easy. All 
he needs to do to get in on the 
excitement, prestige, and money, it 
seems, is to buy a likely-looking 
canine, groom him prettily, enter 
him, and watch him win. Like the 
starstruck child, the inexperienced 
dog lover is carried away by 
glamor, not realizing how much 
expertise, hard work, and how 
many years of careful selective 
breeding go into the making of a 
champion. 

Dog History 

The show dog saga began hun¬ 
dreds of years ago, when man first 
started experimenting with selec¬ 
tive breeding. According to veteri¬ 
narian Dr Neil Andelman, “The 
breeds that exist today are entirely 
man-manipulated. There was 
nothing even vaguely resembling 
a poodle, for instance, until man 
decided to make one.” Some 
BpecieB, like the collie, whose 
ancestors were herding sheep in the 
18th century, have kept their gen¬ 
eral appearance through the years, 
although details like texture of 
coat, aize, and color have been 
altered somewhat. The Golden 
Retriever, on the other hand, was 
virtually bred into existence! In 
England, in the 19th century, dif¬ 
ferent setters, water spaniels, and 
other sporting breeds were crossed 
to produce a new, improved bird 
dog. 

The “Perfect** Dog 
Even after a new breed is 
developed and stabilized, selective 
mating never ends, because 
breeders are always trying for a 
more exact combination of the 
physical characteristics, expres¬ 
sion, and temperament which have 
been officially declared “ideal” for 
a particular species. Anyone who 
wants to breed a champion has to 
know what these desirable “points” 
are; and also which characteristics 
are “faults.” The possession of 
even one serious fault can get a dog 
disqualified at a judging. 

The American Kennel Club Dog 
Book is an excellent source for this 
kind of information. It explains in 
exhaustive detail for each breed 
and variety the correct gaits, struc¬ 


tures, colors, temperaments, even 
facial expressions, which make up 
potential champions. It usually 
goes into the most common faults 
as well. 

Doge are divided into six major 
“groups”: Working, Hound, Ter¬ 
rier, Toy, Sporting and Non-sport¬ 
ing. Within these categories are the 
various breeds (basset hound, chi¬ 
huahua, etc). Many breeds are then 
divided into varieties. For example, 
the Retriever, a sporting dog, 
comes in four types: the Curly 
Coat, the Wavy or Flat Coat, 
the Labrador, and the Golden 
Retriever. 

The Ins and Outs of Breeding 

Once a breeder has a good idea of 
what he wants and doesn’t want in 
his dog, the next step is to locate 
suitable studs and bitches who 
have the maximum of desirable 
qualities, and a minimum of faults. 
A champion is the end product of a 
long line of careful matings in 
which, hopefully, each Utter has a 
certain percentage of puppieB who 
are closer to the ideal than the last 
litter. 

One of the reasons selective 
breeding is so difficult is that there 
are so many genes to keep track of. 
By concentrating on getting one 
gene (ie, the gene that gives a dog 
the right kind of coat) you may lose 
out on another desirable gene (ie, 
the one responsible for a sweet and 
stable disposition). 

There are three basic types of 
breeding: outbreeding or “out- 
crossing”; inbreeding; and line- 
breeding. In outbreeding, two com¬ 
pletely unrelated parents are 
mated. The result is a “hybrid,” or 
in the case of two different breeds 
being mated, a classic “mutt.” A 
hybrid or mutt is likely to be stur¬ 
dier and of gencraUy better quality 
than the offspring of “inbreeding,” 
mating two closely related parents. 
The advantage of inbreeding is that 
two animals possessing desirable 
characteristics are more likely to 
produce similar offspring. “Unfor¬ 
tunately,” says Dr Andelman, “two 
individuals are rarely good enough 
genetically to be bred, if they are 
closely related.” Too often the off¬ 
spring get a double dose of a gene¬ 
tic fault or gene-Unked disease, as 
well as the good qualities of both 
parents. 

Tlie most well-known example 
of this is hemophilia, which is a 
problem for both inbred dogB and 
humans. Another common disease 
especially prevalent in large dogs is 
hip dysplasia, a dislocation in the 
hip socket which causes abnormal 
gait or lameness. 

One way to offset the dangers of 
inbreeding and still mate a good 
dog over and over is through "line 
breeding,” in which an outstand¬ 
ing individual is bred with his or 
her offspring every other genera¬ 
tion. A father would be mated 
with his granddaughter, not his 
daughter, so that new genes would 


be introduced into every other 
generation. 

Unfortunately, the more popular 
a species of dog becomes, the more 
indiscriminate breeding goes on, 
and the more widespread a genetic 
fault or disease can become. Hip 
dysplasia has become much more 
of a problem in recent years, 
because big dogs are fashionable 
now. 

Most breeders who register their 
dogs with the American Kennel 
Club or some other purebred dub 
are committed to breeding out 
genetic faults — but their efforts 
are being undermined by amateur 
"backyard breeders” who don’t 
know any better, and “puppymilT 
owners who probably know, but 
don't care, about anything qxcept 
selling as many dogs as possible. 
The products of puppy mills 
usually end up in pet stores. The 
advice experienced dog people give 
is: buy your dog from a reputable 
breeder who is registered with a 
kennel dub. 

Why Breed Dogs? 

To hear some dog breeders talk, 
whatever made them deride to take 
up breeding was some kind of 
peculiar madness. Sara Duchaine 
of Lakeville, who has bred German 
wirehaired pointers and German 
shepherds since I960, says, “To 
enjoy breeding doge you have to be 
an animal lover — and a little 
weird. You’ve got to put up with 
whelping puppies, innoculating, 
grooming, training, and deaning up 
after them — it’s a lot of hard 
work and a lot of dog hair.” 

It’s rarely profitable, too. Sara 
and her husband just about break 
even with their breeding; they 
teach obedience training and breed 
handling courses for extra income. 
“Making money in the dog game 
isn’t easy,” says Sara. “You have to 
pay for grooming and training 
equipment, crates to transport 
dogs, advertising when you want to 
sell dogs, stud fees, plus all the time 
and expense of working your way 
up to a really quality animal you 
can show. We’ve searched all over 
Michigan and Florida for the right 
dog, sleeping in the car because 
money was tight. When we go to 
dog shows we either have to get 
people to look after our dogs or 
take them all with us. Traveling 
with six dogs in a van is no joke, bo 
we have to keep the number of 
dogs we own down.” 

Why Show? 

An aspiring breeder might ask, 
“Why go to the bother of trying for 
a Bhow dog? It’s hard enough 
breeding dogs good enough to sell.” 
Most buyers are looking for 
"family dogs”: friendly, gentle, 
alert, healthy, and handsome 
animals, but not champions. Why, 
then, do so many breeders go 
through the expense and aggrava¬ 
tion of producing a champion ? 

The technical meaning of the 
title “champion” is that a dog has 


accumulated at least 15 points at 
accredited shows. Collecting those 
points is a gradual process which 
usually starts when the dog is six 
months or older, and can go on for 
years. When you think you have a 
dog that’B champion material — 
well-trained, with the right points 
and no serious faults — you can 
start trying him out. There are 
several gradations of show; from 
“matches,” which award no points 
but are good practice for inexperi¬ 
enced dogs and handlers, to the 
accredited one-to-five point shows, 
to big deals like the Eastern Dog 


Club Show at Hynes Auditorium 
this week, and the prestigious 
Westminster Show at Madison 
Square Garden. There are all-breed 
and one-breed shows; and strictly 
obedience shows. 

The number of points awarded 
to the winner depends on the 
number of dogs and bitches of his 
or her breed entered in the show. A 
dog can pick up a few points at the 
one and two point shows, but 
needs to win at least two “major" 
(three, four, or five point) shows 
with two different judges, in order 
to become a champion. 


Show of Shows 


The 65 th Annual Eastern Dog Club 
Show takes place at the Hynes 
Auditorium, at Boston’s Pruden¬ 
tial Center, on Saturday, Decem¬ 
ber 16. It will be an all-breed, 
benched show with close to 2500 
dogs, representing 125 breeds or 
varieties of breed now recognized 
by the American Kennel Club. 

A major benched dog show was 
once described as “a combination 
Sugar Bowl, trade fair, marathon, 
dance, bugged Watergate, and two- 
day journey inside a rush-hour 
subway car.” 

If you've never been to a dog 
show before (and every dog lover 
should go to at least one dog show), 
you’ll need help keeping track of 
what’s going on. “Benched” show 
means that when they are not 
parading before the judges in the 
rings, all the contestants with their 


owners have to be on the benches, 
where the audience can wander 
past or stop and ask questions. 

The Eastern Dog Club puts out 
a book at the show which explains 
exactly what each event is about; 
lists the breeders, owners, and dogB 
involved in each event; the sche¬ 
dule of judgtngs; points and prizes 
awarded; and much more. 

The first event is the breed com¬ 
petition, which will start at 9 am 
and continue throughout the day in 
17 show rings, with judges select¬ 
ing the beBt of each breed. The 125 
winners of these preliminary trials 
enter the main ring at 6 pm, when 
there will be a competition for the 
best of each of the six groups: 
Hound, Working, Terrier, Toy, 
Sporting and Non-sporting. The 
six finalists will compete at 9:45 
pm for the best-in-show selection. 
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I Hunting Down Holly

Deck the halls with boughs of 
holly, 

Fa la la la la, la la la la 

All this talk about decking the halls 
is very well and good for a Christ¬ 
mas carol from the last century, but 
it does make you wonder, these 
days, where you can get your hands 
on as much as a sprig of holly for a 
plum pudding, let alone enough 
boughs of the stuff for some good 
honest hall-decking. The Massa¬ 
chusetts Audubon Society comes to 
the rescue of anyone in this Yule- 
tide quandary. The Society’s 
Ashumet (the accent is on the 
second syllabic) HoUy Reservation 
holds its annual Christmas Holly 
Sale on December 16 and 17 this 
year, from 10 in the morning until 
4 each afternoon. About 3000 



people showed up last year. You 
[ can buy holly in the pot or by the 
swag •— some 1000 pounds of it 
are all freshly cut — to make your 
own decorations, or you can buy a 
wreath all ready for hanging. 

The Ashumet Reser ation has 


more than 25 varieties of holly on 
its 45 acres near East Falmouth, 
most of which are in the species 
opaca. The varietal names tend to 
be descriptive or honorific: Ilex 
opaca Natale is so called in honor 
of Christmas, the Natal Day, and / 


opaca Robin Tree takes its name, 
rather oddly, from the fact that 
robins generally avoid the fruit of 
this particular tree. One of the 
rarest bushes at Ashumet is the 
Gordonia a la tom aha Franklinta, 
which was found in its wild state 
only once in Georgia. All Frank- 
linia descend from specimens 
collected in 1778. Talk about deep 
roots. Not a true holly, the Frank- 
linia actually belongs to the tea 
family, and is an unusual tree 
because it bears its flowers in the 
fall, rather than in the spring or 
summer. 

HoUy has been revered for its 
magical quality practically since 
time began. The fact that it, as an 
evergreen, bears fruit in the middle 
of winter was considered miracu¬ 
lous, an optimistic signal that 
spring would eventually come 
again, and that all was not lost. In 
some versions of holly folklore, the 
red berries signify the drops of 
blood shed by Christ, and the 
thorny feel of a bundle of holly 
reinforces this notion, so the holly 
plant is important in the Christian 
tradition as well as in the pagan. 
The word "holly” itself, however, 
is not a corruption of “holy” as 
some believe; rather, it seems to 
come from an early Germanic word 
that defines the spiny leaves of the 
plant. Mostly, though, holly, with 
its shiny green leaves and bright 


red berries, means Christmas. Fa la 
la la la, la la la la. 

If You Decide to 
Go. .. 

The Ashumet Holly Reservation is 
on Ashumet Road, off Route 151 in 
East Falmouth on Cape Cod. 
Admission to the Reservation is 
always free, with the provision that 
visitors adhere to the motto "Take 
only pictures. Leave only foot¬ 
prints. "At the sale, holly wreaths 
have an average price of 87, holly 
in pots is about $3, and two feet of 
holly in a swag go for about 34. 
Mixed greens — light pine, yew , 
and spruce — are 81.50 the bunch. 
For more information, call the 
Reservation at 563-6390.

LaBt spring, Arthur Kopit’s new 
drama, Wings, came to New 
York’s Public Theatre, and played 
to a standing-room-only audience. 
It has recently resurfaced here, on 
its way to Broadway, at the Wilbur 
Theatre. A radio drama turned 
stage drama, Wings is truly extra¬ 
ordinary, giving off a luminous and 
eminently intelligent glow amidst 
all the harsh lights in Boston’s 
Theatre District. 

It is the tale of an aged aviatrix, 


MrB Emily Stilson, who suffers a 
stroke, and, subsequently, aphasia, 
the inability to translate thoughts 
into the correct words. The point is 
that throughout her stroke, hospi¬ 
talization, and term at a convales¬ 
cent home, the audience alone is 
privy to Emily’s thoughts, dreams, 
and memories. When she speaks 
directly to us as she does during 
most of Wings, her phrases are 
now rambling, now possessed of an 
almost otherwordly clarity. The 
doctors and nurses surrounding 
her, of course, bcc or hear nothing 
of this. Their questions — “Who 
was the first president of the 
United States?" “Where were you 
bom ?" — are answered some¬ 
times piecemeal, sometimes com¬ 
pletely, sometimes not at all. Only 
we, and Emily, know what is strug¬ 
gling to get out of her crippled 
shell. 

It is up to Emily, with the aid of 
her understanding therapist, Amy, 
to reestablish a tenuous connec¬ 
tion with the world she once lived 
in, to carefully pick through her 
words and find the right ones for 
communication. Inundated with 
flashes of memory, then darknesB, 
she does, as much as her deadened 
brain will allow. She responds to 
the challenge with such a lack of 
self-pity, or hopelessness, that she 
is, in a sense, the fearless wing- 
walker she once was — standing 
high above and apart from every¬ 


one else, thrilling to the sound of 
wind in her ears. 

This new and different type of 
wing-walking is also, in a strangely 
frightening way, seductive. As it 
unfolds, Emily’s world makes 
almost more sense than ours. On an 
outing, in winter, Emily asks Amy 
“But why is this called snow?”, 
and there is no answer beyond the 


usual because-that's-what-it-is. 
Similarly, when Emily walks into a 
recreation room full of other stroke 
victiraB, what's being played is 
Sarah Vaughan’s scat-singing; 
musical, nonsensical syllables that 
are acclaimed for being so. Wings 
is rich in language; it also ques¬ 
tions, ever so delicately, our need 
for speech. 


All of the action takes place on a 
gorgeously austere stage, lined with 
a row of screens that alternately 
box Emily in, and allow her an 
escape. There are only black 
shadows, or streams of white light, 
offset by Emily’s gray dress, a color 
of ambiguity. And there are voices 
that boom through the theatre 
when Emily'8 confused: men’s 
voices, women’s voices, all rattling 
off snatches of cold, precise tech 
nical terms, medical explanations, 
conversations. They're like cir¬ 
cuits gone haywire. And since 
Wings is performed without an 
intermission, one’s own circuits are 
apt to go a little haywire, too, and 
there’s a good chance of being 
caught in the same timelesnnesR 
that Emily herself experiences. 

The dizzying staging serves to 
complement a stunning perfor 
mance by Constance Cummings, as 
Emily. Cummings’ face has a cut- 
crystal quality to it, made up of 
hard, clear edges that diffuse a kind 
of radiance. Standing alone and 
speaking as white light pours about 
her, she has an ethereal beauty. 
Whether whispering, anguished or 
joyous, she strikes unerringly for 
the heart, and leaves one literally 
weak in the knees. Under the pain¬ 
staking direction of John Madden, 
her Emily is a triumph. 

Wings, the best theatrical gift 
one could hope for, stays at the 
Wilbur until December 23. t

King of the Gypsies is a kind of 
Romany Godfather, a tale of a 
dynasty that La falling apart 


because the heir apparent doesn’t 
want anything to do with it. 
Zharko Stepanowicz, the King, 
wishes to pass his medallion and 
ring, the regalia of his position, to 
his grandson, Dave, a young man 
who is struggling with the con¬ 
flicting interests of Gypsy life and 
the demands of Americanization. 
Dave wants to be a gadjo, the 
Gypsy term for anyone who is not 
a Gypsy. Dave’s father, and 
Zharko’s Bon, Groffo, considers 
himself the true heir to a kingdom 
that is a kingdom in name only. 
When Zharko dies, after giving the 
medallion and ring to Dave, Groffo 
tries to have Dave killed, Dave 
retaliates, end of reel. 

The movie, written and directed 
by Frank Pierson, was suggested 
by the book (also King of the 
Gypsies) by Peter Maas, the man 
who brought Serpico and The 
Valachi Papers to the public eye. 
Maas is a reporter and his book 


about the urban Gypsies in the 
United States is concise and 
interesting. The same cannot be 
said of the movie, whose two hours 
seem to go on forever. The twin 
tasks of writing and directing 
appear to have been too much for 
Pierson. The script is at odds with 
itself, and it is never quite clear 
what the point iB. Pierson'B 
Gypsies are laughing children, who 
burst into song at the drop of a 
balalaika. At the same time, they 
are consummate and compulsive 
liars, drinkers, drifters, and grifters. 
The movie has a fuzzily romantic 
aympathy for them, but no real 
interest or concern. Their trap¬ 
pings are more appealing than their 
troubles. When King Zharko 
laments that "there is too much 
private property these days,” it 
comes off as a joke, not as a dirge 
for a nomad people at odds with an 
urban society. The Gypsies are an 
intriguing people, and it is too bad

As King Zharko, Sterling 
Hayden overacts with a Fagin-like 
intensity which isn't as bad as it 
could be, because Zharko himself is 
larger than life, a caricature of hot- 
blooded high spirits and arro¬ 
gance, a bom ham. LeBa easy to 
ignore is Hayden’s west-of-the- 
Missisaippi accent, which con¬ 
trasts strangely with the New 
York-YiddiBh-Russian patois 
adopted by the rest of the cast. The 
part of Dave is played by Eric 
Roberts, who has obviously been 
told of his resemblance to John 
Travolta. He smolders along at the 
mercy of a script that requires him 
to Bay things like “I dunno, maybe 
I could be a surgeon,” and to do 
things like ice-skate with his red- 
haired gadjo girlfriend. Couldn't * 
Pierson think of a better way to 
express cultural differences than to 
have the romantic lead9 buckle on 
their skates and hit the ice ? Sappy 
is the word. 

Susan Sarandon has a number of 
fine funny moments, and she iB one 
of the best things about the movie. 
As a boojo woman, a Gypsy 
working on a con under the guise of 


fortune-telling, she rattles off her 
spiel at a comic clip, and in scenes 
with Judd Hirsch, who plays the 
drunken and despicable Groffo, she 
provides a running commentary on 
all the conversation other people 
direct at him, like a Greek chorus, 

Brooke Shields and Shelley 
Winters have what amount to 
cameo roles. Shields, the nymphet 
of Pretty Baby, plays Dave’s young 
sister, married off against her will 
near the end of the movie, and she 
can easily be overlooked. Winters 
scuttles around like a barrel 
wrapped in Bhawls, smoking a pipe 
in a hospital room, and it is fun tc 
watch her adapt her Jewish mother 
shtick to her Gypsy grandmama 
part as Queen Rachel. 

The other good thing about the 
movie, second only to Susan 
Sarandon, is the wonderfully lilting 
music by violinist Stephane 
GrapeUi. The Gypsy dancing is 
good too, self-absorbed, studied, 
alternately gay and tragic. The 
dancing is ceremonial: nearly every 
scene is punctuated by a lone male 
dancer, calmly going over his best 
steps. It makes you wish that 
writer-directer Pierson had gone 
over his best steps.

In the fall of 1930, the Parapsy¬ 
chology Laboratory of Duke Uni¬ 
versity, under the direction of Dr. 
Joseph Banks Rhine, began utiliz¬ 
ing a special deck of cardB to 
conduct a series of carefully 
controlled experiments in extra¬ 
sensory perception (ESP). These 
cards, created by K. E. Zener, 
consisted of five different symbols: 
a circle, a square, a plus sign, wavy 
lines, and a star. 

We’ve obtained copies of the 
Zener cards (reproduced below) 
and placed them in the envelopes 
shown at the right. The envelopes 
were sealed, and their contents 
duly recorded, under the watchful 
eyes of a notary public.

A mother’s gratitude at Christmas 


The following letter was written by the 
mother of Richard Zanoll who was ac¬ 
cidentally shot this fall. The bullet wound 
pierced his heart and doctors described his 
recovery as miraculous: 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Although the umbilical cord is severed 
between a mother and her child at birth, an 
invisible thread remains between them 
forever. What does a mother feel when 
tragedy strikes one of her children? Only 
another mother can truly understand the 
anguish she suffers. How can a mother ex¬ 
press her feelings when her child is suddenly 
on the brink of death? Words escape her — 
she is suddenly plunged into the worse kind of 
despair. For the first time in her life she is 
completely helpless. Her child's life is in the 
hands, of people she has never met — 
strangers. To whom does she turn? God — 
and He is always there to guide her. She prays 
—for there is nothing left for her to do. 

Not many mothers are as fortunate as I, 
for I have had the good fortune of having seen 
both mdeical history being made and a 
miracle performed. 

There are so many people to whom I owe a 
great debt of gratitude which I will never be 
able to repay. The "quick-thinking” people 
who were at the scene of the accident; the 
police; the ambulance attendants; the nurses 
in the emergency ward; Dr. Thomas Boyd, 
for the skillful surgery he performed; his 
assistants; the nurses in the operating room; 
Jackie and all the nurses in the Intensive Care 
Unit; Mark, David and all the therapists who 
worked “round-the-clock"; to all my firends, 
realtives and concerned people tsome of 
whom I had never met) who prayed with me 
and gave me the courage I so desperately 
needed. 

To Fr. Cormier who arrived at the hospital 
In minutes to comfort me. To Fr. Haddad of 
St. Eulalia's Church who came to visit my son 
and offered a Mass for his recovery. And last, 
but not least, to St. Jude to whom I turned in 
my hour of need, and who, with the help of 
God, answered my prayers. 


The only way I know to show my gratitude 
to each of you is to offer a Mass in honor of St. 
Jude for each and every one of you. For 
through your medical knowledge and through 
your prayers, you have given me the most 
precious gift a mother could ever receive — 
my son's life. As long as there are concerned 
persons such as you In the world, people's 
faith in humanity and In God will never falter. 

Again, my personal thanks and ap¬ 
preciation to all of you and may God bless you 
and your loved ones during this Christmas 
season and throughout the new year.

The board of selectmen unanimously voted 
to authorize, without any license fee, a permit 
for up to 60 coin-operated games of skill to the 
En Ka Society for its street fair in May, 1979. 
Games of chance were excluded from the 
motion. 

Members of En Ka, a charity organization 
and Police Lt. Andrew Crawford had been 
invited to appear before the board to discuss 
the various amusement machines that might 
be present at the fair. 

The board told En Ka representatives they 
were concerned about the kind of machines 
that would be at the fair and about licensing 
procedures. 

Lt. Crawford told selectmen and En Ka 
representatives about the differences - 
between games of chance and games that 
have elements of both skill and luck. 

Crawford also discussed licensing 
procedures. 

Selectman Hankins said. “My concern 
hasn't been with the fees and licenses, but 
whether we should have 56 games of chance 
under a tent in Winchester. I was unaware 
that this type of operation was going on a year 
ago at the fair.”

She said the 
society didn’t know last year that they were 
getting games of chance or that they had 
machines that needed licenses. 

Crawford said, "I think the En Ka society 
was bamboozled a bit by the company they 
used last year.”

‘‘By the terms of the National Historic 
Preservation Act of 1966, a property listed in 
the National Register is protected against 
‘adverse effect by any Federally-financed, 
licensed or assisted undertaking’. Pending 
final acceptance into the Register, these 
protections are triggered by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission's vote 
of eligibility. 

"Although National Register status 
carries no sanction against adverse action by 
local government bodies, " the letter said, "it 
is an indication that the property in question 
is worth special consideration as part of any 
policy involving stewardship of resources/* 

Hill said nationally-registered properties 
are eligible for 50-percent matching grants 
assistance from the Heritage Conservation 
and Recreation Service of the U.S. Dept, of 
the Interior. 

According to planning board Secretary 
John Ciarcia, after the approval of 
Monkiewicz's plans for the property, the 
board received a letter from the WHC, 
notifying the planning board that the building 
had been nominated for the National 
Register. 

In a letter to the board of appeal from 
planning board Chairman Stephen Anderson, 
Anderson reviewed the history of the plan’s 
approval. 

Anderson said the planning board had felt 
that the destruction of a portion of the house 
was "an unhappy solution to the problem, but 
we also felt that we were without power to 
deny approval of the subdivision plan on the 
basis of the potential zoning violation which 
the owner undertook to remove. . . . The 
developers' objection to moving the road 
farther to the west/’ the letter said, "was 
founded on their conclusion that they would 
‘lose’ a lot from the subdivision as proposed 
unless the road were built as shown." 

The letter went on to say, "The planning 
board wishes to point out that the purpose of 
the variance, the preservation of an historic 
building, is desirable. We also wish to point 
out, however, that an alternative solution is to 
move the location of the roadway, which has 
not yet, of course, been built." 

Monkiewicz could not be reached for 
comment. His attorney, Ronald M. Allen, said 
he "would not want to take a guess at this 
time" at what Monkiewicz will do if the 
variance is not granted. 


The board of appeal will render a decision 
on the variance within 30 days, according to 
Chairman Constantine Alexander. 

Regulations for granting a variance are 
set by state law, Alexander said. Three 
conditions must be satisfied, Alexander said, 
for the board of appeal to grant a variance : 

There must be special conditions which 
affect the parcel involved, but not the neigh¬ 
borhood generally, i.e., soil conditions, 
topography, etc.; 

2. The person would suffer substantial 
hardship that would extend to any owner of 
the property, if the variance were not 
granted; 

3. The board of appeal can grant the 
variance without substantial detriment to the 
intent or purpose of the zoning bylaw.

Robert M. Mulford 
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Mulford receives DeFrancis 


award for service to children 


Robert M. Mulford of Winchester. General 
secretary of Children’s Protective Services, 
the Massachusetts Soceity for the Prevention 
of Cruelty ot Children, has been honored with 
the American Humane Association’s most 
prestigious award in the field of child 
protection, the Vincent De Francis Award. 

The presentation salutes Mr. Mulford’s 
distinguished career as an administrator, 
advisor and educator in social service to 
children. 

Highlighting his accomplishments, Mr. 
Mulford led in the modernization of the basic 
Massachusetts laws concerning the protec¬ 
tion and care of children. In the 1950’s. Mr. 
Mulford was a member of the legislative sub¬ 
committee which redrafted laws dating from 
18B2. The resulting Chapter 119 broadened the 
definition of child abuse and neglect and 
established utilization of trained, impartial 
investigators in care and protection court 
proceedings. 

In 1971. he chaired the Governor’s Com¬ 
mittee on Child abuse which resulted in 
legislation mandating professionals who work 
with children to report suspected cases of 
abuse and neglect. 

Robert Mulford has pioneered in raising 
(he quality of service Lo children by raising 
the standards of professionalism for -social 
workers in the field of child protection. As an 
Instructor in Child Welfare at Boston 
University’s School of Social Work, he offered 


the first course specializing in child protec¬ 
tion. 

Throughout his career he has been a noted 
lecturer at many universities and institules. 
For 33 years he has been the chief ad 
ministralor of the MSPCC which, under his 
auspices, has grown to be the country’s 
largest private, non-profit child protection 
agency with a staff of more than 100 specially 
trained social workers serving some 10,000 
children annually. 

Locally and nationally, he has lent his 
expertise to a broad range of private and 
government agencies concerned with 
children. Following his participation in the 
1950 and 1960 While House Conferences on 
Children and Youth, he authored “Neglected 
Children and Youth,” one of more than 20 
professional articles and pamphlets he has 
contributed to the field’s literature

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The meaning of 
Christmas, Hanukkah

_ Two religious festivals fall on the same day this year. Next Monday, 
Christians celebrate the Festival of the Nativity of Jesus Christ, com¬ 
monly called Christmas, and Jews celebrate the Festival of Hanukkah, a 
time-honoring the rededication of the Temple In Jerusalem over a cen¬ 
tury before the birth of Jesus. 

Christmas was not Included In the Christian calendar until the fourth 
century. It was at that time that leaders of the Christian community in 
Rome became concerned about the popular pagan celebration of "The 
Birthday of the Sun-God.” This took place at the winter solstice, which in 
those days, was observed on Dec. 25. and It won an enthusiastic response 
from many members of the church. 

Today, many scholars agree that the primary motive in setting aside 
Dec. 25 for the celebration of the birth of Jesus was a desire on the part of 
church leadership to establish a Christian festival that would rival the 
pagan festivities. ‘Christmas' Is an old English term, and It was first used 
in the 12th century - ‘Crlstmasse,’ meaning 'Christ’s Mass', referring to 
the first service celebrated each year on the festal day. 

On Christmas Day, Christians celebrate the gift God gives to people, 
the gift of His Son and of His love, Incarnate In the life, death and 
resurrection of His Son. It was In response to that gift that the custom of 
giving gifts at Christmas originated, and today, in the light of all the 
modern commercial excesses and extravagances, Christians are urged 
not to lose sight of the original and richest meaning of the season. 

As members of the Christian community prepare to celebrate, 
members of the Jewish community anticipate with Joy the celebration of 
Hanukkah, a festival that lasts for eight days. This year, It begins on Dec. 
25. Rabbi Arthur Gilbert and Oscar Tarcov in their essay, "Your Neigh¬ 
bor Celebrates”, published by the Anti-Defamation League, describe the 
festival as "a joyous holiday, celebrating the first great victory for 
religious freedom won by the Jews more than 2000 years ago. 

“In those days, the Jews of Palestine were dominated by the rule of 
Antlochus IV, a Syrian-Greek emperor who demanded that everyone In 
his empire follow his ways of worship. Attempting to force the Jews to 
adopt his pagan ways, he seized their Temple in Jerusalem, filled it with 
Idols and then ordered the Jews to abandon their faith on pain of death. 

"But the Jews refused to give up their faith. Mattathias, the elder of 
the town of Modin in Palestine, called on them to revolt. They followed 
their leader into the hills of Judea where Judah Maccabee, one of Mat¬ 
tathias' five sons, organized them into an army. ‘It Is better for us to die 
in battle than to look upon the tragedies of our nation and sanctuary,' he 
told the Jews. Judah received the name maccabee which means 
"hammer”, because of the blows he struck for freedom. 

"For three years the Jews fought the army of Antlochus. The account 
of this struggle is recorded in the Books of the Maccabees, where one of 
the battles Is described as follows: the Maccabees, much smaller In 
number and arms than the enemy force, set up a dummy camp. The 
Syrlan-Greeks, believing this to be the complete Jewish encampment, 
attacked in full force - only to find themselves surrounded by the major 
part of the Hebrew army, which, under cover of darkness, had left the 
dummy camp and encircled the entire area. 

"Despite the overwhelming size of the enemy force, the Syrlan-Greeks 
were decisively defeated and driven out of Jerusalem, and Judah Mac¬ 
cabee was finally able to lead his troops happily and victoriously back 
Into their city. There, the Jews cleansed and purified the Temple of every 
pagan object that had been brought Into It, and made it once again a 
house for the worship of God. 

"It is told in Jewish legend that when Judah's men were cleaning out 
the Temple, they found just a single jar of holy oil - only enough to keep 
the Eternal Light before the Holy Ark burning for one day. Miraculously, 
this one jar burned for eight days and eight nights, allowing the priests of 
the Temple enough time to prepare a sufficient supply of oil so that the 
Eternal Light could remain lit without interruption.” 

Today, the big event of Hanukkah is the candle lighting ceremony In 
the home that commemorates the light that burned for eight days during 
the rededication of the temple. On the first night, one candle of the special 
candelabrum, the Menorah, is lit; two candles are lit on the second night 
and so on until eight candles are lit on the final night. The Hanukkah 
candles, above all, symbolize the light of religious freedom and the 
triumph of faith in a living God. 

Christmas and Hanukkah grow out of the responses of two early faith 
communities to the forces of a pagan world. Today, centuries later, the 
messages of these great religious festivals continue to Inhabit the hearts 
and minds of human beings and, as they do, they vie with the messages 
that come from countless forces in a secular world. 
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Main street, as it looked about 50 years ago, is described in Henry Simond's '50 Years Ago' column appearing on this page. 
This view is looking north toward Woburn.

50 years 


This is the third Installment of a four-part 
series on how Winchester Center looked 50 
years ugo. The pictures appearing with this 
series, obtained from the Winchester 
Archival Center, have helped the author 
Henry Simonds. In 'rebuilding’ the center as It 
looked in 1928. 

This week, we will continue our journey at 
the junction of Main street and Park street. 
On the right hand side of Main street, we 
come to two blocks of stores built in 1889 by 
Patrick Holland. The first contains John t. 
Connor’s Grocery Store and a Chinese 
Laundry. The second consists of Peter 
Fotopoulous Restaurant and the Bluebird 
Laundry. Next is a house which use to contain 
Cogswell Bakery. Beyond the bakery is the 
Hotel Winchester, better known as the 
“Cannonball,” which was built in about 1876 
bv Joseph Tyler. All of the above buildings 
were demolished in 1940 to make way for a 
brick block built in 1941 by Patrick Foley 
which contained the First National Stores. 
The Shell ’Gas’ Station, now there, was built 
in 1949. 

Beyond the hotel is a row of houses which 
later was torn down to make way for gasoline 
stations. The Jenney ‘Gas’Station was built in 
1930: the Texaco in 1935 which was owned by 
Ernest Reardon until his death in 1975 and 
then by his sons. In 1967, the old station was 
demolished and a bigger one built. .The Mobile 
’(las’ Station was built in 1937. 

Next we come to the Whitney Machine Co. 
which was built in 1913 by Arthur Whitney and 
torn down in 1935 to make way for the Win¬ 
chester Theater built in 1936 by E. M. Loew 
chain. The theater was demolished in 1978 to 
make way for the new Winchester Savings 
Bank. 

Next to the Whitney plant is a house which 
was torn down in 1957 and the Sunoco ‘Gas’ 
Station built in 1958. 

We cross the river and come to George 
Blanchard's Lumber and Coal Yard built in 
1902 and demolished in 1956 to make way for 
the First National Stores built in 1957, 

We will now stop at Blind Bridge street 
which is now part of Skillings road. Blind 
Bridge street was so named because a growth 
of trees concealed the bridge over the river 
from travellers. It is now a dead end at the 
railroad and, in 1958, it became part of 
Skillings road, named after David N. 
Skillings, when the railroad overpass was 
built. 

We will now return to the junction of Main 
street and Park street. First we come to the 
Mayflower ‘Gas’ Station built in 1928. The 
next building is a house built approximately 
in 1876 by William Harriman which contains 
Nathan Chitel’s Tailor Shop and Tracey’s 
Variety Store. The next store is Park Radio & 
Battery Store owned by Samuel McNeilly and 
built in 1924 by Jonas A. Laraway. The next 
building is the Jenny ‘Gas’ Station built in 
1920 and later torn down in 1941. 

Now we come lo the Niles Block built in 
1898 by Lmiville Niles and now known as the 
Cullen Block. The upper floors are apart¬ 
ments and on the first floor is Ralph & Smith 
Provision Store. Next to the Niles block is the 
Mystic Valley Garage built in 1909 by George 
and Napoleun Goddu. 

On the other corner of Elmwood avenue is 
the old Edmund Sanderson house built in 1870, 
who ran a hardware business on Main street 
near Park street in the late nineties. Now 
Mrs. While runs an employment agency and 
the house was torn down in 1951. 

Beyond this house on the corner of Vine 
street is the Fell’s Plumbing & Heating Co. 
built in 1926 by Julis Feingold of Cambridge. 
The house that stood on this lot was moved 
around the corner to face on Vine street. 

On the opposite corner of Vine street is a 
Tydell ‘Gas 1 Station built in 192B. On this site 
was a house which was also moved further up 
the hill which is now 44 Vine street. 

The next huilding is the Anderson Motor 
( o. built in 1927 by Albert T. Stuart of Newton, 
later occupied by Bonnell Moters and tom 
down in 1978. Next to Anderson Motor is the 
Gulf ‘Gas’ Station built in 1927 and later torn 
down and replaced by another gas station in 
1957. Beyond the gas station is Pikes Garage 
built in 1927 by Lester Gustin which brings us 
to the river. Between the river and Lake 
street is a row of houses which were 
demolished in 1929 to make wav for the 
present Elliott Park named after Alfred D. 
Elliott. 

We will now return to Park street. On the 
right hand side is Jonas A. Laraway’s 
Plumbing Shop built in 1925. Beyond this shop 
is llngop F. Mnuradian Hug Shop, who is the 
lather of Aaron Mouradian who owns the rug 
store* on Church street. 

On the left hand side opposite the Laraway 
shop is vacant land which use to contain 
Kelley & Hawes old livery stable which was 
built in approximately 1876 by Alanaon Winn 
and lorn down in 1927. The present building 
now there was built in 1949 by Kelley & 
Hawes. The next building at the corner of 
Elmwood avenue is Kelley & Hawes Fur¬ 
niture &• Storage Warehouse built in 1909 by 
Kelley & Hawes 

Nexl week wo will continue our journey 
starting at Main street and Park street and 
continue along Church St.

This is another Installment of n continuing 
series on veteran’s issues. 

In recent years, much confusion has 
resulted about the right of a veteran to seek 
health information from military records. 
According to Howard Chase. Winchester 
veteran’s director, a veteran has every right 
to demand the search of his or her service 
record for any information about health. 

Chase went through the files on veteran’s 
legislation concerning the right and he found 
this law passed by the 77th Congress in its 
first session. It is contained in Section 847 of 
Chapter 603 and reads: 


ol such injury or disease may be rebutted by 
dear and convincing evidence to the con- 
Irarv. The reasons for granting or denying 
service eonneclion in each such case shall be 
recorded in full.” 

Approved Dec. 20. 1941. 


Washington report 

Develop development bank 


Re it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of lhe United Stales of 
America in Congress assembled. That the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs is hereby 
authorized and directed to include in the 
regulations perlaining to service connection 
ol disabilities additional provisions in effect 
requiring I ha I in each case where a veteran is 
seeking service connection For any disability 
due consideration shall be given la the places, 
types, and circumstances of his service as 
shown by his service record, the official 
history of each organization in which he 
served, his medical records, and all pertinent 
medical and lay evidence. 

In the case of any veteran who engaged in 
combat with the enemy in active service with 
a military or naval organization of the United 
Slates during some war. campaign, or ex¬ 
pedition. the Administrator of Veterans' 
Affairs is authorized and directed to accept as 
sufficient proof of service connection of any 
disease or injury alleged to have been in 
curred in or aggravated byu service in such 
war. campaign, or expedition, satisfactory 
lay or other evidence of service incurrence or 
aggravation of such injury or disease, if 
consistent with the circumstances, con¬ 
ditions. or hardships of such service, not¬ 
withstanding the fact that there is no official 
record of such incurrence of aggravation in 
such service, and, to that end, shall resolve 
every reasonable doubt in favor of such 
veteran: Provided, That service connection

The late senator from Minnesota was 
speaking about a National Development Bank 
that would give new business a fighting 
chance in some of (he most depressed areas of 
our country 

M’s a good idea. Unfortunately, I he issue 
has foundered for years in Congress, where 
fundamental questions are vet lo be ironed 
out But if Congress and the Administration 
are to effectively deal with economic decay, 
especially in our cities, a development bank 
nmsl play a decisive role. 

The development bank was a key element 
of President Carter's urban policy proposed 
in March. 1978 

The thrust behind Carter’s proposal, was 
In create a heller business climate through 
loan guarantees, interest subsidies, grants, 
and development I Kinds At the receiving end 
would he businesses willing lo stay in 
depressed areas or relocate there. It's no! 
hard lo see that such a proposal promises real 
benefits for our Congressional District, and 
the Northeast as a whole 

Other possibilities considered for the hank 
would be lo finance new growth in high risk 
technologies which start as an idea in in 
ventor s minds only to fail for lack of start-up 
capital. Innovative financial aid from a 
development hank could transform a small 
firm like many of those lining Rte. I2H into a 
Xerox or Polaroid of the future. 

In addition, public works projects that 
would contribute to a belterbusincss climate, 
such as repair of aging water and sewer lines, 
could also be supported by the bank. 

I believe creation of a development bank 
could help open the doors lo a new more 
vigorous business climate in our state. Willi 
ils aid, we could capitalize on resources from 
our communities, the enterprise of business, 
the ideas from our universities and Ihe skills 
of our workers. 


The legislative battle to make Hubert 
Humphrey’s idea a reality next year is 
gearing up under Rep. William C. Moorhead, 
a Pennsylvania Democrat who chairs the 
House Subcommittee on Economic 
Stabilization 

Issues to lie resolved include: 

-How can the hank be funded without 
burdening taxpayers? 

- What criteria will deem an investment 
project acceptable? 

•What roles should the public and private 
sector play in the hank? 

How do we prevent overlap in develop-, 
mont hank initiatives and other federal 
programs" 

These are important questions, hut they 
can and should be worked out. Real, 
meaningful, and lasting jobs through in¬ 
creased private investment in areas that beg 
lor revitalization is everyone’s goal. A 
National Development Bank is one good way 
to help achieve it.

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Winchester participation in CETA work limited 


Participation in Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
programs ts limited in Winchester. 

There are currently nine persons with the 
Summer Program for Economically 
Disadvantaged Youth (SPEDY), which runs 
all year, three persons in Title VI Public 
Service Employment iPSE) postions, no on 
going Title VI*Public Service Projects and 
there were no proposals submitted for these 
projects for the coming year, according to 
Howard Chase Jr., town contact for CETA 
programs in Winchester. 

“SPEDY is the only program for which we 
have no trouble filling slots here,” Chase said. 

Under the SPEDY program, youths bet¬ 
ween the ages of H and 22 work eight hours 
per week during the school year and 30 hours 
per week during the summer, Participants 
are paid minimum wage and work in town 
departments and private non-profit agencies. 

According to Gene Priar, counselor for 
SPEDY, the program has been a positive one 
for participants. 

“Besides the work experience and the 
opportunity to earn some money, the 
program gives the kids confidence,” Priar 
said. “11 gives them the chance to be out 
meeting and dealing with people.” 

Priar said one local participant learned 
she wanted a career in health care after 
working on the bloodmobile at the Red Cross 
Office. 

“She went through a medical assistant’s 
program at Northeastern and is now going to 
enter a nursing college program,” he said. 

“After working for an employer on the 
SPEDY program,'' he added, “some youths 
are picked up on the regular payroll.” "One 
person worked for the summer at the town 
library and is now on its payroll part time.” 

For one Winchester High School junior 
who works for two hours every day after 
school, the program has been n chance to find 
out what she would like to do and what she 
would not like to do., 

“I’ve been in the program for two years, 
working at different jobs in town.” she said. 


“Alter doing atlice work, I know I wouldn’t 
want to be a secretary. I’ve enjoyed my jobs, 
but I d rather work where I’m meeting more 
people." 

One Thursday a month, SPEDY par¬ 
ticipants meet for a career exploration 
program. They view movies on educational 
requirements for various careers and discuss 
job pay scales, 

A few slots in the SPEDY program have 
gone unfilled, according to Priar. 

"The majority of the youths are in the 
lower range of the age group,;' he said. “This 
year, three participants are 15 years old, but 
the rest arc 14 years old. 

“Older kids need more than eight hours of 
work a week,” he continued, “so they tend to 
grab other jobs if liiey can. On A Saturday 
alone, they can get an eight-hour workday.” 

There are openings for six youths on the 
SPEDY program, Priar said, and three ap¬ 
plications are in process. 

“In the summer, we have more slots,” he 
said. “The past two summers, we were 
allocated 40. Some were unfilled because 
there weren't eligible candidates.” 

Light participation In PSE 

Chase said he hasn’t been able to fill all the 
slots allocated to Winchester for Title II, 
which provides work training for adults IB 
year or older. Title II applicants must be town 
residents. 

“Most of the participants in Title II 
programs here have been high-school 
dropouts.” he said. “If someone wants to get 
the High School Equivalency Certificate, he 
can go to school in Medford for four hours a 
day, work for four hours a day and receive 
$100 per week." 

In the past, according to Chase, Title II 
participants have done maintenance work at 
the department of public works, janitorial 
work at the high school and have been em¬ 
ployed at the water department. 

“We've had some good success with this 
program," he explained. “In the past couple 
of years, two of the three people who worked 
in mechanical maintenance at the DPW

Bedford and went on In that field." 

Chase attributes the light participation in 
the Title II program to the low high-school 
dropout rate in Winchester. 

“The most we’ve had in this program at 
one time,” he said, “fe two people. When we 
don’t fill the slots, th«$r go to another com¬ 
munity within the Medford Consortium.” 

Winchester normally doesn’t fill its quota 
for Title VI PSE positions either, according to 
Chase. 

“These positions are for laborers, versus 
the specific training of Title II," he pointed 
out. "We don’t fill our quota because many 
people probably find labor jobs at the DPW 
distasteful. 

“Of the three people we have now,” he 
continued, “two are laborers at the DPW and 
one is a clerk there.” 

On Jan. 2, Chase will interview 11 people 
for PSE jobs. Of these, five slots have been 
allocated to Winchester for Title II work- 
study programs. 

Noservice projects 

There have been no Title VI Public Service 
Projects in Winchester during the past two 
years, Chase said, because no one has sub¬ 
mitted proposals. 

“Two years ago, we had two projects," he 
said. “We had a reservoir reclamation 
project, where CETA workers took care of the 
roads and bushes at the reservoirs and we had 
a building and grounds project, where they 
reparied and maintained all public buildings 
in town.” 

Chase is not sure why no one has submitted 
proposals for Title VI projects. 

“I don’t think it’s worth the struggle,” he 
said. “For example, in August and Sep¬ 
tember, the advisory manpower planning 
board met and approved 71 programs for the 
12 cities and towns in the Medford Con¬ 
sortium. Many of ttfdie projects haven’t got 
under way yet. It alligbesback to the fact that 
it’s a federal prograrp and it takes a long 
time.” 

The public is informed about available 
funds for projects, according to Richard Lee, 
CETA public serviceitfficer for the Medford 
Consortium. 

“We advertise in each consortium’s 
newspapers," Lee said. “We held a bidders' 
conference in June for interested parties to 
learn about Title VI and held public 
workshops to assist in filling out applications. 

“We cannot go out and publicly solicit 
people to submit proposals, ” he added. 

Other towns in the Medford Consortium, 


Lee said, have programs, providing outreach 
workers for the elderly, services for retarded 
adults, youth programs, job banks, etc. 

Problems with regulations 

At least two programs which would have 
served Winchester never got off the ground 
because of problems meeting CETA 
regulations. 

The Help for Children program, sponsored 
by the Mystic Valley Council for Children, 
attempted to propose a project last year, but 
backed out at the last minute, according to 
Susan Rabinowitz, child advocate at Help for 
Children. 

“The regulations say there has to be at 
least six people for a project. We had no one to 
supervise the workers,” she explained. 

Another project that never materialized 
would have used CETA workers for the 
Winchester recycling program, 

DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck said he 
wrote a proposal last year to use eight CETA 
workers to sort recyclables at the transfer 
station. 

“We were told that a federal regulation 
says revenue cannot be generated for the 
town from a CETA project," Tonaszuck said, 
“Since we sell the recyclables, there would 
have been a question of how much tonnage 
was generated from the CETA workers and 
therefore, how much profit should go to 
CETA. 

Chase said the town tried to work around 
the regulation, but concluded that the project 
would have been impractical. 

“If we had set up a separate account,” he 
said, “it would have been a difficult 
bookkeeping situation. Someone would have 
had to audit the books," 

Some towns are working around the 
regualtions. A town in the Quincy CETA 
Consortium has a recycling program, using 
CETA workers under Title III, which 
provides on-the-job training for youths. 

Ellen Hanley, Quincy Title III Coor¬ 
dinator, said the revenue generated by CETA 
workers on the recycling project is returned 
to CETA. 

“There’s a lot of paperwork involved,” she 
pointed out, “but it’s a good program, so it’s 
worth the effort.” 

Because of the confusion over revenue¬ 
generating projects, the U.S. Department of 
Labor is studying the problem, according to 
Cathy Bentis, public information officer, 
CETA Balance of State.

700 CETA jobs open for new year 


The Medford CETA Consortium, servicing 
the municipalities of Burlington, Everett, 
Malden, Medord, Melrose, North Reading, 
Reading, Stoneham, Wakefield, Wilmington, 
Winchester and Woburn, has announced the 
opening of more than 700 CETA jobs for the 
coming year. 

According to Richard Lee, CETA public 
service officer, the Consortium has received 
about $7 million to fund the positions in 
special projects and individual slots. Jobs will 
be located in both governmental and non¬ 
profit agencies that service the Medord CETA 
area. 

The $7 million allocation includes about 
$3.7 million to fund a total of 39 Title VI public 
service projects which will provide 420 jobs; 
the remainder of the allocation will be used to 
provide individual public service postions in 
local and state government agencies. 

To be eligible for the program, applicants 
must be residents of the consortium, be 
unemployed and meet the economic 
guidelines as set by CETA.

Although averajlgiscores of high school 
scholastic aptitude Mas were higher this year 
than last year (as ^ported in last week’s 
Star), junior hig4. {Stanford achievement 
scores decrease arcade eight relative to 
national norms compared to seventh grade 
scores. 

Walter P. Gleason, assistant school 
superintendent, in a t*st score, 16-page report 
to the school committee, attributed low 
grades on national tests in the eighth grade to 
students attitude toward tests at that age. 

“Students tend to, look on tests as an un¬ 
necessary chore,” Gleason said. 

Despite the negative attitude, Gleason said 
the second and most important reason for the 
low scores “probably reflects our lack of 
formal reading instruction in grades seven 
and eight.” 

He said, “Since the reading com¬ 
prehension sublest is the lowest, relatively 
speaking, of all the subtests, the second 
assumption has some validity. It should be 
remembered that the scores, although 
changed in relative postion, still indicate a 
position well above national norms. 

Heading comprehension of Winchester 
junior high eighth grade students dropped two 
stanines over score! attained by the same 
students in grade sevSn. 


Vocabulary scores also dropped two 
stanine levels but regained the drop in ninth 
grade as did reading comprehension grades. 

Language was another area that received 
poor scores in grade eight. Although seventh 
grades were reading at the ninth stanine level 
last year, eighth graders this year were only 
scored on the seventh grade level. The same 
goes for math concepts and math com¬ 
putation. 

The only subject areas where students 
either scored their level or better were 
spelling, math application, and total math. 
Students scored eighth grade levels in the 
seventh grade, eighth grade in eight, and 
ninth in the ninth in spellng; total math scores 
indicated ninth grade levels at grade seven, 
eighth grade at eighth grade, and ninth grade 
at ninth grade levels. 

Students scored the best in math ap¬ 
plication. They attained ninth grade levels in 
seventh, eight, and ninth grade. 

By individual school, Lynch School fared 
better than McCall in overall tests. Lynch, 
however, was not given reading and language 
tests last year as a pilot program was being 
implemented and progress was assessed by a 
STEP test. 


McCall demonstrated sixth grade 
vocabulary, reading comprehension and total 
reading scores in the eighth grade while 
Lynch recorded sixth grade levels in reading 
comprehension and spelling. 

Ninth graders at McCall and Lynch, 
however, reattained adequate and expected 
levels by the time they left for the high school. 
Seventh graders at both schools socred higher 
levels as compared to national norms. 

Only in math application did McCall and 
Lynch eighth graders score at level. Besides 
the sixth grade scores, McCall eight graders

Plans are under way to bring cable TV to 
Winchester. 

William McCarter, chairman of the cable 
TV committee, recommended to selectmen 
Monday night that the board encourage 
licensing of cable TV for the town. 

“The time has come when operating 
companies are interested,” McCarter said. 
“As many ns four cable companies are 
prepared to solicit bids. They’re waiting to 
see if the selectmen are receptive to the 
idea.” 

McCarter told selectmen there have been 
many changes since the committee began 
researching the issue in 1973. 

Costs have gone down, he said, because the 
development of pay channels and relaxed 
federal rules make it more profitable for 
companies to operate. 

In addition, McCarter said, the rules of 
procedure for acquiring cable TV have 
loosened. Fewer public hearings are 
necessary for the licensing process and less 
populated areas can apply. 

Furthermore, McCarter said, there has 
been a great deal of community interest in 
cable TV during the past year. 

Chairman Edward O’Connell said he has 
received many calls from the elderly about 
cable TV 

Selectman Richard Wilsak said, “One of 
the most frequent questions I've been asked 
is, when are we going to vote on cable TV?” 

Warner Cable and a company in Worcester 
are two of the companies that are interested 
in the selectmen’s postiion on the issue, 
McCarter said. 

“Selectmen can vote to initiate the 
licensing process, hold a public hearing 
within 60 days and then vote to decide if they 
want to publish bids,” McCarter pointed out. 


Any construction in town, he explained, 
will depend on the company giving the 
license. One company could wire the entire 
town from their present antenna on the 
Winchester border. Warner Cable, McCarter 
said, has told him they probably need to build 
a new antenna because their present system 
is too far away from the town. 

"Warner Cable has told me they are 
cautiously optimistic,’’ McCarter told 
selectmen. "Some parts of the community 
could be wired and could be quite profitable, 
they told me. and others not so profitable. 

"Ideally, we’d like a commitment that the 


town would be wired _so that anyone could 
hook up to cable,” he continued. 

O’Connell responded, “It would be 
disappointing for some if the town wired and 
certain residents didn’t have access to cable 
TV.” * 

McCarter told the board thal operators are 
required to provide free service to schools: 
and the town hall, 

If the community wants cable TV, It will 
take about one year, depending on how fast 
the selectmen move on the issue, according to 
McCarter. 

O'Connell recommended that the cable TV 
committee move forward with their research' 
and report at a later date.

Emergency- 
gift ideas 


As the holiday gift-giving 
and New Year's Resolution 
season climbs to its peak, 
many people are faced with 
the perennial problems of 
finding appropriate presents 
for others and livable 
amendments for their own 
life styles. Several 
suggestions have been of¬ 
fered by the Massachusetts 
Office of Emergency Medical 
Services that may solve 
many gift and resolution 
dilemmas. 

A suggestion for a holiday 
gift can be a life-saver; if that 
gift is a first aid kit, then the 
suggestion can be a life-saver 
in more ways than one. A first 
aid kit for the home or 
automobile can be simple and 
it can be home-made or 
commercially produced. 

The basic contents of a first 
aid kit should include dry 
sterile gauze dressing pads or 
other absorbent materials for 
control of bleeding, band- 
aids, adhesive tape, 
elasticized bandage rolls, 
tweezers and syrup of ipecac 
for use in cases of poisoning. 
A first aid kit for families who 
enjoy outdoor activities or 
have a member with known 
allergies or medical needs 
may wish to include doctor- 
recommended medications 
and an insect or snake bite 
kit. A first aid kit for the car 
should also include flares or 
reflectors that can be placed 
in the raodwny. If the kit is 
home-made, a water-tight 
container should be used, 
Another gift idea that can 
be useful in preventing 
medical emergencies is a 
smoke detector for the home. 
This alarm will alert 
members of a family to the 
imminent dangers of fire and 
smoke in time to prevent 
unnessary injury or loss of 
life. 

A simple gift that children 
may make at home is a list of 
the important emergency 
telephone numbers for your 
community that can be taped 
to each telephone in the 
house. These numbers can be 
found on the inside front 
cover of the telephone 
directory and should include 
the local ambulance service, 
fire and police departments, 
and the Massachusetts poison 
Information Center. 

Resolutions concern life 
styles, and they can be Jife 
saving when emergency 
preparation is included in 
one’s New Year’s promises. 

Two resolutions that should 
be made and kept are to take 
a course in emergency first 
aid and a course in car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation. 
Inforamtion on these courses 
is available from local Red 
Cross and American Heart 
Association offices or from 
the Office of Emergency 
Medical Services. 

Another resolution for the 
family is to plan and conduct 
regular emergency drills. 
Every member of the family 
should know how to escape 
from the house in case of fire, 
and also be prepared to use 
an alternative escape route. 
Children should be taught 
from an early age how to use 
the phone to call for help. 
Such planning and drills are 
conducted throughout the 
year by local authorities and 
have led to improvements in 
your emergency medical 
system. 

A final resolution that most 
people would do well to take 
is to prevent medical 
emergencies. Evaluate your 
lifestyle and eliminate those 
factors that may contribute 
to ill health or dangerous 
situations around the home, 
automobile or place of work. 
Proper diet and exercise, 
caution in driving, and proper 
maintenance of one’s living 
space will help to reduce the 
changes of an unexpected 
medical emergency.

The 5*11, 180-pounder was riddled by in¬ 
jury for most of the season.

A rekindled interest

Bob Bigelow is a happy man these days. 
He has every reason to be happy. He survived 
the 11-man team cut Dec. 5. He has a two-year 
contract in his back pocket. He is playing 
more basketball by averaging 15 minutes per 
game. He is purchasing a home on Church 
street. He enjoys the decent weather in San 
Diego. And he is having lots of fun. 

Bob Bigelow is playing professional 
basketball with the San Diego Clippers of the 
National Basketball Association. The former 
superstar of Winchester High School, all¬ 
scholastic in his junior and senior years with 
a Ihree-.vear school record of 1,003 points, is 
no longer warming the bench. For the first 
time in three frustrating years. Bigelow will 
be able tc show off his talent with the other big 
boys of the NBA. 

Bigelow's three years before landing a job 
with the Clippers was a mixed bag. He was 
graduated from the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania in '75. After graduation, he was 
placed as the number one draft choice in the 
National Basketball Association. Perhaps 
.his top choice was due to the fact that 
Bigelow played magnificently in an all-star 
game in Hawaii during the summer of '75 
under former Celtic coach “Saleh” Saunders. 

Another former coach, Phil Joh,son, of the 
<ansas City Kings, liked what he saw in 
Bigelow and grabbed him for a two-year 
contract. He wanted to use his 6’ 7” height as 
t big guard guarding bigger guards 

For some reason, Bigelow sat two years 
wjth the Kings while Johnson played 
everyone else but Bigelow. At the end of the 
’77 season, Bigelow was dumped from the - 
Kings. After two years with the Kings he 
became a lowly pawn. 

What has he learned by sitting on th« 
oench for two years with the Kings'' 

“Humility,” Bigelow said with a big smile. 

From there Bigelow went to some new 
league forming in the South. He played with a 
North Carolina team for 15 games and the 
league folded-little interest. Bigelow, 


determined to play basketball, came north to 
play in the Eastern Basketball League with 
Quincy. There was a lot of shooting and 
running, fast breaks and big scores. Little 
talent needed 

Again, Saunders took Bigelow under his 
wing and signed him for a 10-day contract in 
February of 78. After playing ten days with 
the Celtics, Bigelow was released. He was 
given the promise to work out with the Celtics 
in their spring training Bigelow got his 
chance and worked a two-session practice 
each day with the hope of playing in Boston 

“There were loo many good guards on the 
Celtics,” said Bigelow, “and I was cut.” This 
looked like the end of basketball for Bob 
Bigelow. , 

“Then GeneShue of the Clippers called me 
and asked me if I wanted to play for him,” 
Bigelow said. “Yes, I wanted to play. 
However. 1 wanted to make sure Shue would 
play me.” 

Well, as the story goes, She kepi his won' 
and number32, Bob Bigelow, is playing. “I’ve 
seen it all from the bottom and it had its 
advantage. Now. I am playing more. I could 
have come out like a hotshot and burned 
myself out. Twenty-two minutes against the 
Celtics in San Diego last week. We beat them 
out (here. My enthusiasm for playing 
basketball has been reki^pUed. I am used as a 
defensive player and 1 «ven played defense 
agains Rick Barry.” Bigelow said happily. 

“What do you think about Cowens as a 
player-coach for the Celtics?” I asked. 

“Shrewd move. He (Cowens) wasn’t 
playing with any intensity, anyhow, and by 
making him player-coabh maybe he would 
play n little harder,” Bigelow said. 

"How aboul Curtis Rowe of the Celtics?” 

He looked over at Rowe taking a few shots 
from 10 feet out. “Got to have him play out his 
contract,” Bigelow said in a disappointed 
voice. Bigelow knew the feeling. He’s been 
there before. 

On Wednesday evening. Bigelow played 
for 24 minutes. That’s one-half of the game. 
He scored six points, two rebounds, two 
assists, and had lots of fun. After three years, 
he is now on his way in the NBA.

“Winter is a time when 
maneuverability 
visibility for motorist and 
pedestrian safety are at a 
premium. A reduced burden 
on our roadways will also 
permit us greater flexibility 
in deployment of our parks 
maintenance crews,’’ the 
Commissioner said. 

Violators of the ‘Rules and 
Etegulatians for the Govern 
ment and Use of the Reser 
vations and Parkways under 
the Care and Control of the 
MDC' will be subject to a fine 
of up to $100. “We are asking 
for everyone’s cooperation in 
helping to defuse potentially 
hazardous winter road 
situations," 
missioner concluded.

The use of toxic metal 
compounds as pigments is 
neither prohibited nor 
regulated, and the use of 
inorganic pigments in the 
print of colored paper is 
widespread, they explained. 

Although the individual 
consumer takes on any risk of 
initial exposure, society may 
inherit long-term problems 
from the disposal of such 
papers, they added. 

The authors analyzed 17 
different speciments of gift 
wrapping paper for several 
toxic metals and for the ease 
with which these metals can 
lie leached from the paper 
under conditions simulating 
disposal in sanitary land fills. 

For leaching purposes they - 
used a slightly acidic solution 
(pH 5.2), similar to the 
groundwater in southern New 
Jersey.

Return Rush 

For many people, the first order of 
business today will be to return 
those gifts that, for one reason or 
another, just didn’t work out. 
Unhappily, that means going back 
to do battle with crowds, and m 
many ways, the Christmas Return 
Rush is a lot more trouble than 
buying your presents m the first 
place. What makes it more 
complicated is that each store has 
its own merchandise return policy, 
and those policies may vary 
radically. Under the state’s 
Consumer Protection Act, the only 
regulation with which a store must 
comply is that it "conspicuously 
disclose to a buyer prior to the 
consummation of a transaction the 
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exact nature and extent of the 
seller’s refund, return, or 
cancellation policy. ’’ This is 
usually done with a posted sign or a 
printed statement on the sales slip. 
However, despite the law, some 
stores are still reluctant to be 
specific about their policies. There 
are, certain rules of thumb to 
follow when trying to return a gift. 
If possible, obtain a sales slip from 
the person who gave you the gift — 
stores that give cash credit most 
- often require a receipt. If you can’t 
find the sales slip, and if the item is 
in good condition and identifiable 
as the store’t, bring the box the gift 
: came in; more likely than not, 
you ’ll have the option of a 
merchandise credit or a merchan¬ 
dise exchange. Most stores claim 
that their time limit is somewhat 
flexible, but m most cases, it’s ten 
days to two weeks.

The whole gist of 
the Lincoln Guide

In the thick of rush hour, do you 
long for an open trail to ski away 
on ? Does it Beem, sometimes, that 
the only purpose snow serves is to 
muffle, if only a little bit, the 
sounds of garbage trucks and skid¬ 
ding tires ? If so, Mike Famy 
founded the Lincoln Guide Service 
with you in mind. 

The basic idea of the Service is 
to get people to actively enjoy the 
seasons in the wilds — wilds that 
aren’t so very far away, to boot. 
“When I was a kid,” says Famy, “I 
dreamed of being another Davy 
Crockett or Dan! Boone. What I’m 
trying to do here is bring the wil¬ 
derness to the city.” 

It was, and ib, a pretty sound 
idea. Since 1969, when the Service 
began as a cross country ski pro¬ 
gram which met at Famy’s house, 
it has expanded into 3 seven-day-a- 
week seasonal facilities: the 


CharleB River Canoe Service in 
Aubumdale; the Weston Ski Track 
in WeBton; and the Lincoln Guide 
Service, naturally in Lincoln. This 
winter ushers in skiing, skiing, and 
more skiing both at the Lincoln 
location and at the Weston Ski 
Track. Both are devotedly Nordic, 
which means you'll have to go else¬ 
where for downhill thrills. But for 
those who love good, solid cross¬ 
country skiing, or want to leam, 
both places have something to suit 
most tastes, and at reasonable fees, 
too. 

The Weston Ski Track is, in real 
life, the MDC's Leo J Martin Golf 
Course when shrouded with snow. 
Among its notable points are 15 
kilometers (or, roughly 200 acres 
full) of trails, a cafe, and two 


lighted tracks for nocturnal mean- 
derings. The rental system can 
accommodate up to 400 avid skiers 
each day. 

Here, there's weekend instruc¬ 
tion every hour, on the hour, for 
beginners and intermediates, as 
well as other specialized classes 
throughout the week. Tuesday 
afternoons bring in a racing clinic; 
the first is December 26, snow 
willing, and features coaching by 
Brandt McDougle, a member of the 
Canadian National Team, and by 
Linda Switzer, a gold medalist 
who’s with the Pacific Northwest 
Conference. Following the racing 
dirties, in the evening, it's time for 
bona fide race9. 

Let it never be said that chil¬ 
dren can’t have their day on the 


trails, too- Weston’s Kindereki pro¬ 
gram, on Fridays, gives little ones 
three to six years old instruction on 
how to careen about the grounds. 
Youth Bki, for those mature indivi¬ 
duals in the seven to 10-year-old 
bracket, takes place on Mondays. 

It seems there iB no ski “resort" 
that is complete without its winter 
festivities, and Weston is no excep¬ 
tion. January 13 ushers in the 
Weston Nordic Relays, with five 
age and classification categories, 
from 9 am to noon. And, on Feb¬ 
ruary 3, the big deal is the Weston 
Nordic Festival, replete with a “Ski 
For Light” marathon. It lasts all 
day, and brings in Norwegian 
music, food, and dancing. 

The regular rates at Weston for 
instruction, trail use, and rentals 
are pretty democratic, all things 
considered. A lone adult can expect 
to pay 38.50 for everything; experi¬ 
enced skiers with their own equip¬ 
ment needn’t pay more than 32 for 
trail use. The rates scale slides 
accordingly for those of a tender 
age, and for adults. 

You won’t even have to pay a 
trail use fee at the Lincoln Guide 
Service proper, due to the fact that 
the trails run across about 200 
acres of town conservation land. 
The general emphasis here is on 
the advanced beginner, or inter¬ 
mediate, and on tours. You can go 
on such outings; there are two 
offered per day on the weekends, 


others by request during the week, 
and they can, if you want, include 
instruction on skiing skills as well 
as fitness. There's even a special 
Morning Fitness Tour, a “great 
escape at an easy pace," during 
hours of these special tours, which 
come in packages of three, starts 
January 1. In addition, Lincoln 
sports the Kinderski and Youth Ski 
crowd. 

A special attraction at both 
Weston and Lincoln is the free 
waxing clinic, for those who want 
to pcquire a bit more knowledge 
before torching their skis to a 
cinder. 

Notes: 

For all scheduling information, 
registration, rates information, 
and so forth, you can reach the 
Weston Ski Track at 894-4903, 
the Lincoln shop at 259-9204. 
Weston's hours are 9 am to 10pm 
every day except Sunday, when it 
closes at 6 pm, and Tuesday and 
Thursday, when it opens at noon. 
The Lincoln shop (though not the 
trails, since they’re open all the 
time to the public) is open 9 am to 6 
pm, except Sunday, when it closes 
an hour early, and Friday, when 
it’s open until 9 pm. 

The Weston Ski Track is located 
between Routes 30 and 16, on Park 
Road in Weston. The Lincoln shop 
is on Lincoln Road, in Lincoln, 
and parking here, as opposed to 
Weston, is a big problem.

If you think Christ¬ 
mas is really largely 
for kids, then let 
them enjoy it.

We could devote thiB Bpace to 
telling you what to give your kids 
for ChriBtraaB this year, provide a 
handy packet of last-minute gift 
suggeBtionB. But we bet you 
already know what to give them. 
And further, we bet you arc neBr 
the end of your rope, tired of shop¬ 
ping and buying, spending and 
worrying about accumulating 
enough things. Instead of sug¬ 
gesting more acquisitions, then, 
we’d like to share a few ideas for 
enjoying the holiday with your 
kids. Much of the following 
material comes to us via a panel of 
six-to-ll-year-oldB, all of whom, 
for their own reasons, are eagerly 
awaiting the holiday.

Take a bunch of chestnuts and 
put them in an old frying pan (it’s 
going to get very dirty), and shake 
them in the embers until they burst 
their shells. If you don’t want to 
sacrifice a frying pan, you can wrap 
the chestnutB loosely in aluminum 
foil, and Bhake the package using 
fireplace tongs as a handle. 

Matt also likes to make presents, 
and his pet project this year Ib the 
production of books. How do you 
make a book? “Easy,” he says, 
“you just write down a story and 
make pictures to go with it. Then 
you make construction paper 
covers and staple it all together.” 
He !b currently writing White 
Rats , and plans to work on The 
Story of Camp Springfield next. 
Personal books make great presents 
for grandparents and close 
grownup friende. 

All the kids we Bpoke to felt that 
cookie-baking iB an indiapensible 
part of the holiday activities. They 
don't understand why they can’t do 
it after Christmas, if their parents 
are too buBy before. Cookies taste 
just as good and are just as much 
fun to bake in the week between 
Christmas and the New Year. Have 
a lot of decorative sprinkles, nutB, 
M&Ms, food coloring, and frosting 
on hand. And don’t say “no” to any 
of their ideas. What’s wrong with a 


purple and green Bugar cookie, 
anyway ? 

Speaking of food, Susan is par¬ 
ticularly fond of winter picnics. She 
likes to strap on her cross-country 
skis and head out in the woods 
with her family, taking along a 
packed lunch and a thermos of hot 
cocoa. Winter picnics are good for 
families who like to hike, too. This 
may be your opportunity to make 
amende for your broken promise of 
a family picnic last summer. Don’t 
forget to look for animal tracks if 
there is snow. 

Snow and food go hand in hand 
when it comes to maple sugar 
candy. For a really easy, sweet 
treat, pour boiling ayrup onto a 
bowl of fresh snow and let the kids 
eat it with a apoon. If you are more 
ambitious, treat your kids to a taffy 
pull. This is a lovely, Bticky, 
amusing process that encourages 
hands-on food preparation. The 
Joy of Cooking contains the basic 
recipes, as well as an introduction 
to the pulling technique. Your 
library probably also has lots of 
cookbooks with taffy ideas. 

David iB older, nearly 12, and hiB 
reasons for wanting a big snow 
have nothing to do with food. He 
hopes for white Btuff and cold 
weather bo that he and his friend 
Teddy can recreate the Bplendid 
bobsled run they built last year. 
They didn’t have a steep hill to 
slide on, so they made do with a 



long, sloping yard. They hollowed 
out a chute, and then banked each 
side with a wall of packed snow. 
After that, they hosed it all down 
and let it freeze, repeating the 
process every few hours until they 
had a slippery run complete with 
snow "jumps.” 

They charged younger kids 10 
cents a trip, but when the kids ran 
out of money (after about two 
rides), they kept taking them down 
all afternoon just because it was so 
much fun. 

Music is also important to our 
Bources, nearly as important as 
snow.

Seth par¬ 
ticularly likes the idea of Christ¬ 
mas caroling parties, because they 
mean wandering the streets at 
night. (And when you think about 
it, how often do kids get to roam 
the neighborhood on a winter night 
with a band of cheerful/protective 
grownups in tow?) Volume and 
spirit are lots more important than 
staying in tune. 

Our point is that Christmas can 
mean more than simply buying 
things. Think your way around 
commercial situations by coming 
up with ideas of your own. Instead 
of building your kids up for a big 
visit with Santa at the local shop¬ 
ping mall, for example, get together 
with friends for an afternoon of col¬ 
lective ornament-making. 

If you think Christmas is really 
largely for kidB, then let them 
enjoy. Give them yourself, your 
time, and your enthusiasm. Instead 
of wearing yourself out by trying to 
present the perfect Christmas on a 
silver platter, include the kids in 
the pleasures and chores that go 
with the holiday. Let them hang 
their gluey decorations in the best 
spots, and let them in on the 
cooking. Listen to them, do things 
with them, and you may find that 
even if you don't have time to 
finish that last bit of Bhopping, 
you've all had more fun this year.

The curtain rises to reveal a 
tableau of ice skaters silhouetted 
against a winter backdrop, with a 
windmill turning serenely away.

The opening day audience greeted 
these first few moments with an 
audible sigh of admiration. 

Hans Brinker illustrates the 
wisdom of combining topnotch 
technological effects with the 
acting efforts of young students. 
What the cast lacks in terms of 
age and experience, it more than 
compensates for in enthusiasm and 


energy. The sophisticated sets — 
the interior of the Brinker cottage 
complete with tiled hearth, a room 
in the Red Lion Inn, and the canal 
scene — make the Bhow a visual 
pleasure and do much to bolster the 
characters as they play out their 
roles in a favorite story. 

Basically, the play tells the tale of 
Hans and Gretel, whose father was 
seriously injured 10 years back 
when he fell from a dike and hit his

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head. The Brinkere have fallen 
poverty and the father’s behavior 
grows more irrational with each 
paBBing day. 

In a desperate move, Hans sell 
out for Leyden in hope of convini 
ing the famous Dr Boekman to 
come and see his father. Bockmai 
eventually agrees to come, and 
soon operates on the father with 
great succcsb. By the time the stoi 
ends, Father Brinker iB well alon| 
the road to recovery. 

Although the story deals with 
poverty, illness and heartache, it 
never becomes morbid. The treat 
ment is just scary enough and ju: 
Bad enough to involve a young 
audience without frightening it. 
Much of the action is marked by 
humor and wit. All in all, this is 
happy story, one which celebrates 
the determination and eternal 
optimism of young people. 

The actors in the cast are dra> 
from the Boston Children’s 
Theatre drama classes, which are 
open to kidB from eight to 17 years. 
Although a few of the actors shouli 
be noted for their superior perfor 
mances, we must point out that 
there are no deadbeats among this 
cast. Everyone participating is 
involved in the action and 
unfolding of the plot, and all actors 
can easily be heard from the back 
of the good-sized auditorium. 

Tom Tenney, who plays Hans, 
runB through his part with a com 
fortable ease that allows him to 
show a variety of feelings appro 
priate to his age and character, 
without becoming unnatural or 
stilted.

This is the fourth and last installment on how 
Winchester Center looked about 51) years ago. 
The pictures appearing with this series, 
obtained from the Winchester Archival 
Center, have helped the author, Henry 
Simonds. hi ‘rebuilding’ the center as it 
looked in 15)28. 


This week we will continue on our last lap 
of our journey beginning at the corner of Main 
street and Park street and continue along 
Church street. 

The building at the corner of Main street 
and Park street was built in 1915 by Jonas A, 
Laraway and contains Hutchinson’s 
Provision Market. This was demolished in 
1967 to make way for the present building 
which was built by John Morgan and Donald 
Senna. Before 1915 the old building was built 
approximately in 1840 and was known as the 
old Welcome house. The upper floors were 
used as a lodging house and a restaurant on 
the first floor. In the early nineties, Edmund 
Sanderson had a hardware store. 

The next block on the corner of Church 
street and Main street is known as the White 
Block built in 1899 by Samuel B. Wljite. On the 
Maain street side is Mersey’s Hardware store 
and on the corner of Church street Is Knight’s 
Drug store. Prior to the fire in 1951, the 
building contained three floors and. after the 
lire, the top floor was removed and the 
building remodeled 

The first floor used to contain Young & 
Brown Drug store and then Frank B Knight. 
Drouin & Blaisdell Drug store. In 1937 Henry 
McCormick bought the business and later was 
joined by hi* brother, Fred, who now runs the 
business. On the second floor were offices and 
in 1892 the Winchester Telephone exchange 
started in this building. In 1903 it moved into 
I he Brown & Stanton block and then in 1907 it 
moved into the new building on Washington 
street. The third floor was a small dance hall. 

We now come to the Winchester Star 
building built in 1915 by Theodore P. Wilson, 
who died in 1919 ending 30 years with his Star 
His son T. Price Wilson took over the Star and 
stationery store. Jim Penaligan is the 
reporter and Dorothy Lord tended store and 
handled the bookeeping and billing. “T.P.” 
Wilson set type, printed the Star, folded the 
Star, wrapped the Star, addressed the Star, 
and personally carted the Stars in a goodly 
wheelbarrow direct to the Post Office which 
can still he seen in the Star office window. The 
Star lias been in business since 1881. For¬ 
merly on this site stood Morrill & Bliss and 
later Cleorge Morrill’s grocery Store. 

Beside the Star building is the Lane 
Building huill In 1914 by Charles A. Lane. The 
first floor is occupied by the Winchester 
National Bank incorporated in 1918 and in 
1925 purchased the entire block which it still 
owns. Also is Vernon Jones Real Estate of¬ 
fice, Bailey’s Cleansers office and Anna 
Ekman’s Millinery store. On the second floor 
is Emma J. Prince, chiropodist. Dr. Harrison 
Parker and Dr. J. Churchill Hinds, both 
dentists. 

The next wooden building is the water and 
sewer department built in IR57 and housed the 
first fire department. It was lorn down in 193!) 
and the Winchester Cooperative Rank built 
their new hank. 

At the corner of Elmwood avenue stands 
the funeral home of Kelley and Hawes which 
was ouilt in 1843 and was the old District No. 5 
School, which was moved from the corner ol 
Dix street and Church street. 

We now come to the First Congregational - 
Church built in 1854. The First Church was 
built in 1843 and burned to the ground in 1853. 

On the corner of Dix street stands the 
house of Dr. Mead, built in 1886 by Dr. Daniel 
March Jr. Next to this house is a brick 
apartment house built in 1902 by Allan Boone 
which replaces the old Chapman house built 
in 1865. 

Next is the Winchester Trust Co. built in 
1913 on the site of a house built in 1854 by Dr. 
Alanzo Chapin. Next to the bank is Edward T. 
Harrington’s Real Estate Office built in 1923 
by Charles A. Gleason. 

Beyond the real estate office are old 
houses until you reach School street. At 47 
Church street Helen Fessenden has the 
Fireside Restaurant. 

We will now return to the corner of Church 
street and Common street. On the left hand 
side, is the Waterfield Building built in 1901 bv 
Arthur T. Nelson of Boston. On Church street, 
we find A. Miles Holbrook Real Estate Office 
and Osar Hedller Auto Supplies Store. 

Next is a block of stores built in 1926 by 
Arthur T. Nelson of Boston. It contains Mt. 
Vernon Cafe owned by Alma Nelson which 
moved here in the fall from Mt. Vernon street 
and C. W. Campbell Plumbing Shop 

We now return to corner of Common street 
and travel down the street to the railroad. In 
1957, Common street was changed to. 
Waterfield road to the railroad and Laraway

I The Hayden Gallery at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology will exhibit a 
project presentation by 
medio analyst and con¬ 
ceptual video artist, Antonio 
Muntadas. “On Sub¬ 
jectivity,” a publication and 
videotape, will be presented 
today and tommorow. 

I Gallery hours will be 10 
n.m -4 p.m. daily with a 
screening of the videotape at 
noon and 3 p.m. 

The MIT Committee on the 
Visual Arts organized the 
presentation in collaboration 
with the MIT Center for 
Advanced Visual Studies, the 
MIT Visible Language 
Workshop and the Consulate 
General of Spain in Boston. 

“On Subjectivity” is a 
study of information — how it 
is communicated, presented 
through the catalyst of media 
and. finally, interpreted 
Using photography and 
television, Muntadas seeks to 
foster an awareness of the 
“invisible mechanism” of 
communication as it occurs 
in the public context. He 
examines subliminal con¬ 
sciousness and the way it can 
be manipulated by media, 
making distinctions between 
perception and com¬ 
prehension. 

The publication, “On 
Subjectivity, ” was recently 
produced through the MIT 


Visible Language Workshop 
nnd the MIT Center for 
Advanced Visual Studies, 
where Muntadas selected SO 
photographs from The Best of 
Life, a book of photographs 
that originally appeard in 
Life Magazine. He 
distributed copies of the 
photographs — without 
captions — to 250 people who 
were asked to supply captions 
from their own un¬ 
derstanding of the images. It 
is the results of this endeavor 
that has recently been 
published and will soon be 
available to the public. 

The videotape, “On Sub¬ 
jectivity,” includes the 
reactions and opinions of 
people who were asked lo 
view selected excerpts of 
daily television programs, 
edited by Muntadas into a 
collage of images that appear 
in a narrative, subjective 
form. The 50-minute tape 
(black and white and color) 
stimulates evaluation of the 
potential of the television 
medium and its intentional 
and unintentional influence 
on our daily lives. 

A native of Barcelona, 
Spain, Muntadas has lived 
and worked in the United 
States since 1972, working 
primarily with the video 
medium. He initially used 
video to document his work 
and later began to exploit and 


explore the nature of the 
medium'' Itself. He has 
received grants from the 
Sumner Foundation for the 
Arts and the Fundacion Juan 
March, Madrid, Spain and 
has exhibited his works 
throughout the United Stales, 
South America and Europe. 
“On Subjectivity” (the 
videotape) was recently 
presented at the Museum of 
Modern Art, New York and 
will he at the Centre 
Beaubourg. Paris next 
February. 

The Hayden Gallery is 
located on the MIT Campus, 
160 Memorial dr., Cam¬ 
bridge. Admission is free and 
open to the public.

It is a new and 
different First Night, 
just as new and 
different as the year 
it ushers in, and 
what follows is 
everything you need 
to know to have a 
high old time.

First Night is what Boston does on 
New Year’s Eve. It is a kind of 
people’s celebration of art and 
entertainment, a contagious and 
spirited alternative to what other¬ 
wise might be a hazy, dull, and 
dreary night. Since its inception in 
1977, First Night has become a 
tradition and now, in its third year, 
is undergoing a few changes. Call 
them growing pains. That means 
that this year’s First Night cele¬ 
bration will be new and different 
for everybody, even for the "old 
hands" who attended in previous 
years. 



The most obvious change in 
First Night is the new admission 
policy. A one-time fee of 81 will be 
charged for indoors performances. 
At the first indoor event you 
attend, pay your money. In return, 
you will receive a “Button Up For 
First Night" pin which will admit 
you, with no further charge, to all 
subsequent indoor events. Out¬ 
door events, and several indoor 
programs as well, are still free. 

The other big difference in this 
year’s Night is that the focuB is on 
the events themBelvcB, all the pro¬ 
grams that will be happening all 
around downtown and Back Bay 
throughout the evening. Last year’s 
midnight-on-lhe-Common climax 
led to crowds that were just too big 
to handle, and FirBt Night planners 
hope that by emphasizing all the 
activities, they can defuse any 


unpleasantness for the tens of thou¬ 
sands of participants. 

Since it is a “new and different” 
First Night, just as new and dif¬ 
ferent as the year it ushers in, what 
follows is by no means an expert’s 
guide. There are no experts this 
year. But you can act like an expert 
if you read on, because this is 
everything you need to know to 
usher in the New Year with the 
First Night multitudes. 

Indoor Events 

The only exception to the 
“Button Up For First Night" 
pricing policy occurs at the 
Orpheum Theatre, w here you can 
get a seat in advance to a special 
First Night program. Three dollars 
buys a general admission ticket 
which will assure seating (on a first 
come, first served basis) at one of 
the three performances scheduled 
for 8, 8:30, and 10 pm. The one- 
hour show features the Pocket 
Mime Theatre (with selections 
from their classical repertoire), the 
Boston Repertory Ballet (perfor¬ 
ming the pas de deux from Flower 
Festival in Gensano), 'rhe Art of 
Black Dance (in a program of tradi¬ 
tional African choreography and 
music), the Concert Dance 
Company (offering Pilobolus, a 
combination of dance and acro¬ 
batics), and the Amazing Fantasy 
Jugglers (with imaginative solo and 
group juggling to unique percus¬ 
sion accompaniment). Tickets 
are available in advance at the 
Orpheum Theatre box office. Box 
office hours are Monday through 
Friday from 10 am to 5:30 pm, 
Saturdays from 10 to 5 pm. On 
Sunday, December 31 only, the box 
office will open at 1 pm. Remaining 
tickets will be sold at the door 
before each performance. 

Daytime Activities 

This year, get an early start on 
First Night, with your family, 
friends, or just by yourself. From 
1:30 to 6 pm, on the flat of Boston 
Common near Charles Street, 
environmental artist Otto Piene 
will recreate his Milwaukee 
Anemone sculpture. The red 
Dacron interpretation of a flower is 
50 feet in diameter and is attached 
to a 150-foot stem. Inflated on the 
ground by hand and “helped" into 
the air by helium, the piece 
requires plenty of volunteer hands 
to hold it in place. A warning, how¬ 
ever. Environmental art is always 
at the mercy of the elements; winds 
of more than 12 knots on Sunday 
will make it impossible to assemble 
the sculpture. Piene has offered a 
"wind" date: same time, same 
place, New Year’s Day. 

Nearby on the Common, New 
Games will organize groups of 
adults and children, by the 
hundreds or by the thousands, in 
such activitcs as Hug Tag, Vam¬ 
pire, People Pass, Flying Dutch¬ 
man, Skin the Snake, and The Lap 


Game. These will last from 1:30 to 
4 pm. Weather permitting, there 
will be ice skating on the Frog 
Pond. 

The Procession 

This year’s procession, an integral 
part of the First Night concept, will 
take place just after dark. The 
earlier hour will make it easier for 
families with young children to 
participate in the parade. At 4:45 
pm at Emmanuel Church at 15 
Newbury Street, the Bread and 
Puppet Theatre of Glover, 
Vermont, will begin assembling the 
gncral public procession, which will 
also include the bagpipes of the 
Colonial Pipers from Rockland, and 
a big brass band. Marchers are 
encouraged to wear masks and to 
bring flashlights for visual effect. 
The parade will feature the Bread 
and Puppet Theatre’s handmade 
banners and huge puppets in such 
diverse designs as dragons, devils, 
and demons, as well as milder- 
mannered horses, birds, and stars 
— and youl The more banner 
carriers, the more impressive the 
procession. Call Firet Night’s office 
(482-3787) to join the parade. 

The procession will leave 
Emmanuel Church about 5:15 pm. 
It will circle the Public Gardens in 
the direction of the traffic flow via 
Arlington, Boylston, Charles, and 
Beacon Street. There will be a stop 
for muBic on the Boston Common 
Mall which runs along Charles 
Street. The procession will return 
to Emmanuel Church approxi¬ 
mately an hour after it begins. 

Outdoor Happenings 

From 7 to 10 pm on First Night, 
the Back Bay itself will become an 
outdoor visual and performing arts 
gallery. As you wander from one to 
another of the many sit-down per¬ 
formances scheduled indoors in the 
area, you’ll discover traveling 
troops of jesters, jugglers, clowns, 
and the musicians of the New Ear 
Marching Ensemble. Or Present 
Mirth, an a cappella trio. Or 
Brother Blue. 

Members of the Cambridge Art 
Army and other freelance environ¬ 
mental artists plan several projects 
which will light up the night. On 
Newbury Street, and along the firBt 
blocks of the Commonwealth 
Avenue Mall, street lamps will be 
turned into laughing faces, city 
buildings will serve aB backdrops 
for light and shadow shows and, in 
Copley Square, helium-filled 
weather balloons will support a 
400-fool-long band of mirrored 
mylar which will reflect colored 
light. You may even sec — carried 
upon the shoulders of 12 people — 
a litter which, when emptied of its 
projector, screen, and speakers, 
quickly becomes an outdoor movie 
theatre. 


Fireworks 

In previous years, First Night 
ended with a bang, with gala fire¬ 
works on the Common at mid¬ 
night. This year, however, the fire¬ 
works are presented by the City of 
Boston, on City Hall Plaza, at 11 
pm. This rather leaves you to your 
own devices at the stroke of mid¬ 
night itself, but never look a gift- 
firework in the mouth. The 15- 
minutc program should be visible 
from other downtown locations 
but, if you want to be on City Hall 
Plaza, allow at least 15 minutes to 
make your way by foot through 
crowded Back Bay to that area. 

There are First Night programs 
scheduled to last until 11 pm. Be 
fair to the performers and other 
members of the audience at these 
programs; don’t get up and walk 
out in the middle. Most events are 
scheduled more than once during 
the evening; if you intend to go the 
fireworks, attend the earlier per¬ 
formance. 

Subhub Celebration 

First Night moves to the suburbs 
for the first time this year, thanks 
to energetic efforts by citizens in 
Wayland and Sudbury. Over 25 
activities for children arc sched¬ 
uled at Wayland High School 
Commons Room on Sunday after¬ 
noon from 2 to 4:30 pm. These 
range from mask-making, magic, 
and mime to films, games, and 
puppet shows. Outdoor events will 
include snow sculpture and cross¬ 
country skiing, with skating at Mill 
Pond. During the afternoon a troop 
of performers, featuring recorder 
players, an opera singer, and other 
musicians, will visit residents at 
the towns’ three nursing homes. 

In the evening, the Sudbury 
Flayers will perform a selection of 
music and vignettes from their 
recent productions at 7 pm at the 
Sudbury Town Hall. At 8 pm in 
Wayland High School's Little 
Theatre a variety show entitled 
New Year’s Eve Live will be 
presented. Two dances, from 8:30 
pm to 1 am, are planned: a disco at 
Wayland High's Commons and one 
at Lincoln Sudbury Regional High 
with the Unidentified Flying Band. 
A midnight bonfire is scheduled. 


Admission will be charged for 
the dances. Other events are free.
